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Robbers foiled in gay bar heist; they 
may be the elusive 'Hip Hop Bandits'

C ustomers tackled and subdued two 
suspects who allegedly pulled a 
weapon and used anti-gay epithets 
in a failed armed robbery at a popu¬ 
lar Polk neighborhood gay bar at 1 a.m. on 
Monday, May 5. 

James Dowell and Isaiah Downs remain 
in custody at the Hall of Justice on charges 
in connection with the attempted armed 
robbery of the Motherlode Bar on Larkin 
Street. 

Police are investigating the link to a se¬ 
ries of armed robberies of bars and restau¬ 
rants, including three Castro area business¬ 
es, committed by a trio dubbed the “Hip 
Hop Bandits.” 

The suspects were arrested at the con¬ 
clusion of melee that brought an estimated 
ten police cars to the scene after Dowell 
turned a weapon - later identified as a BB 
gun - on a police officer. 

According to witnesses, Dowell walked 
into the bar followed by Downs. After 
Downs slugged the bar’s owner in the face 
during an altercation, a bartender managed 
to pull him off the owner and Downs was 
tackled by a customer. Witnesses said Dow¬ 


ell pulled the weapon during the altercation. 

When police arrived at the scene, Dowell 
pointed the weapon at one of the officers 
and yelled, “I’m going to kill you, you moth- 
erfucking pig,” and managed to run up

' I'm not interested in saving FluffY

; . member of ACT UP/San 
ZZ Francisco was arrested 
iTw with an estimated 70 pro¬ 
testers at an annual Atlanta ani¬ 
mal rights protest outside Emory 
University’s Yerkes Primate Cen¬ 
ter on Saturday, April 26. 

The site is one of seven pri¬ 
mate research centers around the 
country and houses an estimat¬ 
ed 1,700 primates from 15 dif¬ 
ferent species used for medical 
experimentation and research. 

Activist Todd Swindell was 
arrested with a large crowd of 
activists, including more than a 
dozen high school and college 
students who were participating 
in the event. 

Swindell and ACT UP/San 
Francisco member Michael 
Bellefountaine were invited to 
the event by a coalition of 
groups including Last Chance 
For Animals, Animal Abuse 
Watch, and the Coalition to 
Abolish the Fur Trade. 

According to Bellefountaine, 
the controversial group supports 


a ban on AIDS-related animal 
research because “there is no an¬ 
imal model for the human im¬ 
mune system.” 

But, Bellefountaine says, the 
basic issue is AIDS spending pri¬ 
orities. 

“If there is no human im¬ 
mune system equivalent in ani¬ 
mals, then all the research is ir¬ 
relevant. If the research is irrele¬ 
vant, then the money spent on 
immune system research is 
being wasted and would be bet¬ 
ter spent on feeding and hous¬ 
ing people with AIDS,” he said. 

“I’m not interested in saving 
Fluffy. I want the money. We’re 
talking about billions of dollars 
being spent, and people are 
dying on the street.” 

The protesters were arrested 
after attempting to shove 
through police barricades, and a 
group ran through the woods in 
an effort to reach the primate 
center. Police used tear gas and 
pepper spray to gain control of 
the situation. 

The $14 million Yerkes Pri¬ 
mate Center uses primates for 
behavioral and biomedical re¬ 


search, including AIDS research 
and vaccine development, ac¬ 
cording to Yerkes spokeswoman 
Kate Egan. The claim doesn’t 
impress ACT UP/SF members, 
who are not affiliated with the 
other ACT UP chapters in the 
Bay Area, ACT UP/Golden Gate 
or ACT UP/East Bay, both of 
which support animal testing. 

“They hype up the primate 
center for being an AIDS re¬ 
search center. Where are they 
with that research and vaccine? 
If they are doing such stellar re¬ 
search, let’s open up the books. 
Let’s see what going on,” 
Swindell said. 

Initially charged with creat¬ 
ing a hazardous or offensive en¬ 
vironment, Swindell was 
charged with destruction, crim¬ 
inal trespass, and inciting a riot, 
all misdemeanors. 

Released after spending 36 
hours in police custody, 
Swindell was issued a court 
order to stay away from Emory 
University and the Yerkes Pri¬ 
mate center. 

A preliminary hearing on the 
charges is set for May 20. ▼ 


Wagons are circling 
around ‘Essential AIDS’ 

Local DA, state, and Southern California 
all investigating scam

aying a Southern California- 
based AIDS fundraising 
group is “a nothing,” the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice has launched an investigation 
into Essential AIDS Inc., which in 
March began distributing coin 
jars at city businesses. They copy 
the AIDS Emergency Fund’s 
penny jar campaign, and use a 
similar slogan. 

“Essential AIDS, Inc. is a noth¬ 
ing in California,” Debra Hayes, 
chief in the special prosecutions 
unit at the DA’s office, told the 
B.A.R. “We urge the public and 
merchants not to promote this or¬ 
ganization.” 

Hayes said the California Sec¬ 
retary of State’s office canceled in¬ 
corporation documents for Es¬ 
sential AIDS, Inc. on December 
12, 1995, so the group is not in¬ 
corporated. “This is not a corpo¬ 
ration, this is nothing. They have 
no protection from liability,” 
Hayes said. 

Investigators from the DA’s of¬ 
fice met with AEF’s Joan Juster 
and other staff members on Mon¬ 
day, May 5 to discuss the case. 

In mid-March, Belinda Johns 
with the state Attorney General’s 
Office issued an order for Essen¬ 
tial AIDS to stop the solicitations, 


after it was determined the group 
has not met federal tax-exempt 
regulations. She also demanded 
financial records be submitted 
within 30 days. 

Hayes said the DA’s office is 
working on the case in conjunction 
with the attorney general’s office 
and law enforcement authorities in 
Southern California, where Essen¬ 
tial AIDS has placed collection con¬ 
tainers. They do not have the per¬ 
mit required by the Los Angeles Po¬ 
lice Department. 

Juster said this week that the 
Essential AIDS containers are still 
popping up in stores, primarily 
corner markets. Cultural differ¬ 
ences have made it difficult for 
Juster to explain the situation to 
some merchants, she said. To help 
solve that problem, AEF is in the 
process of putting together a con¬ 
sumer alert bulletin for merchant 
associations and foreign language 
newspapers. 

Since the first suspicious coin 
containers began appearing in 
March, several agencies have got¬ 
ten involved. AEF filed a suspect¬ 
ed fraud report with San Francis¬ 
co police after checking a pur¬ 
ported Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) identification number Es¬ 
sential AIDS has on their contain¬ 
ers. The IRS has no record of tax- 
exempt status being awarded to 
the group. 


Officers were briefed about the 
case, and several have since spot¬ 
ted the containers while on their 
beats. 

Essential AIDS uses the slogan 
“Every penny helps the fight 
against AIDS,” which is remark¬ 
ably similar to AEF’s slogan of the 
past ten years, “Every penny 
counts.” Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars has been raised locally 
by AEF that go directly to people 
living with AIDS. The financial as¬ 
sistance is often a last resort for 
those who have no other financial 
options, Juster said. 

The evidence against Essential 
AIDS has only grown with time, 
officials said. They are not regis¬ 
tered with the state’s Registry of 
Charitable Trusts division. Addi¬ 
tionally, the supposed beneficia¬ 
ries of collected money, such as 
Stanford University, have no 
record of any contributions from 
the group. 

An Essential AIDS letter that 
explains its goals lists a Los Ange¬ 
les address and phone number. 
People who have answered that 
phone have refused to provide the 
group’s tax-exempt letter, which 
they say exists, despite evidence 
showing it does not. ▼

OrchidMania hits 
SF this weekend

jS ust i n time for Mother’s Day, 
the “World’s Largest Orchid 
1 9 Garage Sale” hits San Fran¬ 
cisco, so why not stop by Orchid- 
Mania’s eighth annual sale this 
Saturday and Sunday, May 10 and 
11? Besides being lovely, the event 
benefits eight AIDS groups in the 
United States and Asia. 

OrchidMania’s free event 
promises to be one of the largest 
ever, with plenty of blooming 
plants that would make a great 
gift for Mom. An estimated 
10,000 plants will be for sale; they 
are being donated by about 60 
commercial orchid growers from 
around the U.S. and several for¬ 
eign countries. 

Douglas Thompson, Orchid- 
Mania president, said that in ad¬ 
dition to the many blooming 
plants, orchid maniacs of every ilk 
will find something exciting at the 
event. While many of the plants to 
be sold are rare and unusual, there 
will be thousands of inexpensive 
plants for beginners to experi¬ 
ment with. 

What started in 1989 on a 
funky Hayes Valley side street has 
become a Mother’s Day tradition 
for Bay Area orchid lovers. At that 
first event, three volunteers staged 
the first orchid sale on overturned 
cardboard boxes on a Hickory 
Street sidewalk and raised $9,000 
for the AIDS Emergency Fund. 
The group now has nearly 50 vol¬ 
unteers who come from as far as 
New York for the May event. 

Last year’s sale raised $45,000 
for seven AIDS groups. This year 
the group is hoping to raise 
$50,000, Thompson said. 

Proceeds from this year’s sale 
will help support eight grassroots 
AIDS organizations in California, 
Washington, Thailand, Cambo¬ 
dia, and Indonesia. 

Besides the thousands of 
plants for sale, OrchidMania 
promises a full schedule of lec¬ 
tures and demonstrations; “orchid 
doctors” will also be on hand to 
dispense advice for ailing epi¬ 
phytes and bewildered beginners.

• BASHES (Bay Area HIV Sup¬ 
port Education Services) - The 
organization provides HIV and 
sexually transmitted disease 
(STD) education and prevention, 
individual counseling, referral, 
and other services in San Francis¬ 
co, Alameda, Solano, Sonoma, 
and Santa Clara counties.

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Leslie Katz sued 
by former client

an Francisco Supervisor 
Leslie Katz allegedly en- 
gaged in a conspiracy to 
commit fraud against a law client 
after bungling the client’s case, ac¬ 
cording to a lawsuit headed for a 
May 20 status conference in San 
Francisco Superior Court. 

According to the allegations 
filed in Pauls v. Katz et al, a 1996 
legal malpractice complaint, Katz 
failed to file former client Sheila 
Pauls’s lawsuit until nearly a 
month after the one-year statute 
of limitations deadline had 
passed. 

According to the complaint, 
Katz also did not tell the client she 
had blown the deadline for nearly 
a year, but instead misrepresented 
that the litigation was ongoing. 
The complaint also alleges that 
after the Superior Court tossed 
out Pauls’s lawsuit in December, 
1995, Katz did not tell her. 

Katz also allegedly later had 
Pauls sign an authorization form 
to release her private and confi¬ 
dential medical records, and then 
turned them over to her malprac¬ 
tice insurer without asking or 
telling Pauls. 

The act violated Pauls’s right 
to informed consent regarding the 
release of medical information. 

“I’m not in a position to make 
any comment now,” Katz said. “At 
this point, I’m trying to get it re¬ 
solved. Settlement discussions are 
underway, or I thought they 
were,” Katz told the B.A.R. 

“She has filed a lawsuit, but at 
this point, she is on the second - if 
not third - attorney.” 

“If true, the allegations consti¬ 


tute a betrayal of her client’s con¬ 
fidence and trust,” said Pauls’s 
current attorney, Jim Butler. 

Pauls is a video and film pro¬ 
duction assistant who hired Katz 
to represent her in a personal in¬ 
jury case in which she was severe¬ 
ly injured on June 12,1994 while 
working on a television commer¬ 
cial for Pacific Bell at a Southern 
California residential site. She had 
neck surgery related to an inci¬ 
dent in which she was severely in¬ 
jured while moving a barbecue 
grill on the property. She also suf¬ 
fered bone separation and three 
major disc problems in the acci¬ 
dent, according to Butler. 


Katz allegedly failed to file a 
lawsuit on her client’s behalf until 
July 11, 1995, almost one month 
after the one-year statute of limi¬ 
tations had expired in the case. 
Katz also allegedly failed to serve a 
summons to the defendants in the 
case until October 1995.. 

The lawsuit charges that Katz 
violated her client’s right to priva¬ 
cy, was acting against her client’s 
interests, and was attempting to 
defend herself against a possible 
malpractice claim when she ob¬ 
tained and then provided Pauls’s 
medical records to her malprac¬ 
tice insurance carrier. 

“That took information which 
was entrusted to her and that she 


was not authorized to disclose, 
and used the information for a 
purpose that was not disclosed 
and that the client would not have 
allowed,” Butler said. 

Katz allegedly acted to under¬ 
mine Pauls’s malpractice claim 
against her, the lawsuit claims. 

“What’s particularly egregious 
is that when she tells her malprac¬ 
tice carrier, the carrier allegedly 
tells her to get a release of medical 
information from the client to be 
used to undermine the client 
against the lawyer,” said Butler. 

“The reason people don’t like 
lawyers is that sometimes lawyers 
act in an untrustworthy way. 


When clients come to lawyers, 
they put complete trust in them. 
Her [Katz’s] first duty was to her 
client,” Butler said. 

Claims Resource Manage¬ 
ment, Inc. and Reliance National 
Insurance Company are named as 
defendants in the suit, as are at¬ 
torney and Katz legislative aide 
Jeff Kors and attorney Bruce 
Quan, who formed a law partner¬ 
ship with Katz during the time 
Pauls was her client. 

Katz also allegedly breached 
state Bar codes governing profes¬ 
sional conduct in the case, as well 
as sections of the state’s business 
and professions codes, according 
to the lawsuit. ▼

Coletti tax fraud scheme snares promoter

W If pleaded guilty last Febru¬ 
ary to a single count of conspira¬ 
cy to defraud the federal govern¬ 
ment, her attorney has confirmed. 
The felony plea was in connection 
with an income tax refund scam 
allegedly involving former Imper¬ 
ial Court Emperor Jerry Coletti. 
She will not serve a federal prison 
term, attorney Nanci Clarence 
said. 

Coletti, the onetime gay bar 
and restaurant owner, remains 
held without bail in a local feder¬ 
al jail facility pending trial on 
mail, tax fraud, and conspiracy 
charges following his March 17 


arrest on the tax scam charges. 

Coletti allegedly fraudulently 
obtained the Social Security num¬ 
bers of 30 men, many with HIV 
infection, and forged their signa¬ 
tures to phony income tax refund 
claims that used his address. 

Joseph was duped into cashing 
the checks through her business, 
Clarence said, and then into writ¬ 
ing checks to Coletti for cash. 

Clarence said that Joseph be¬ 
lieved the income was being dis¬ 
tributed by Coletti to the people 
the checks were made out. 

“She thought he was paying 
the money back to them. She 
thought she was doing something 
to help sick people, and it turned 
out that what she was doing was 
not technically legal,” Clarence 
said. 


“She didn’t know until she got 
a visit from IRS investigators.” 

Coletti allegedly told Joseph 
that the banking arrangement 
would prevent the men from los¬ 
ing AIDS-related disability bene¬ 
fits because their incomes were 
too high. 

According to the indictment, 
Coletti used Joseph’s bank ac¬ 
count to cash and disburse 13 of 
the 30 tax refund checks received. 

Coletti netted about $75,000 in 
the tax fraud scheme, but could 
have netted $200,000 if he had not 
been caught, sources claim. 

He faces an estimated 18-20 
months in federal prison if con¬ 
victed on the charges, which were 
brought at the conclusion of a 
nearly three-year criminal investi¬ 
gation. ▼ 
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Maintenance worker 
sues UCSF over 
anti-gay workplace

C hilling allegations of anti¬ 
gay workplace violence, in¬ 
cluding sexual harassment 
and repeated verbal humiliation 
and abuse, have emerged in a law¬ 
suit filed against the University of 
California at San Francisco by a 
gay, HIV-positive former UCSF 
maintenance worker March 17. 

A UCSF spokesman said that 
he was unable to comment on the 
matter because of the litigation. 

Lennard Brown, a former se¬ 
nior building maintenance 
staffer, charges in the civil action 
that the workplace harassment 
was so emotionally damaging to 
him that his physician temporar¬ 
ily declared him disabled. 

Brown also alleges that instead 
of protecting him from further 
anti-gay violence on the job, 
UCSF officials ordered him to re¬ 
turn to work with the same su¬ 
pervisors and workers who had 
perpetrated the alleged abuse in 
the first place. 

“It’s one of the more outra¬ 
geous cases of discrimination that 
we’ve seen, in terms of the seri¬ 
ousness of the conduct and its 
duration,” said attorney Gary 
Cloutier of the Law Offices of 
Paul Wotman. 

Hired in 1989 , Brown said in 
the civil complaint that shortly 
after he began working at UCSF 
he was approached by Lee Jack- 
son, a maintenance team leader, 
and asked if he was married. 
When Brown said no, according 
to the suit, Jackson responded, 
“Well, you’re not gay or anything 
like that, are you?” 

When Brown said that, in fact, 
he was, Jackson said that as long 
as Brown did not try any “funny 
stuff,” he would treat the worker 
“like a man.” 

The lawsuit alleges that Jack- 
son then told Brown’s co-workers 
he was gay, and throughout his 
employment Brown was subject¬ 
ed to a “steady stream of gay 
jokes.” 

In one early incident detailed 
in the lawsuit, Jackson allegedly 
paged Brown but left a return 
number for the White Aryan Re¬ 
sistance. When Brown returned 
the page, he was subjected to a 
virulenty anti-gay recording sug¬ 
gesting that “faggots are the low¬ 
est form of life” and should be 
killed. 

According to the lawsuit, Jack- 
son and Brown’s co-workers 
thought the incident amusing. 

“Jackson and the co-workers 
laughed and said [Brown] was 
‘getting hard’ listening to the 
recording,” according to Clouti¬ 
er’s brief. 


‘RIP: Good riddance’ 

UCSF’s world-renowned rep¬ 
utation for compassionate and 
humane care for people with 
HIV/AIDS apparently meant lit¬ 
tle to Brown’s supervisors, ac¬ 
cording to allegations detailed in 
the formal Superior Court com¬ 
plaint. 

When Frank Fasano became 
Brown’s supervisor in December 
1993, Brown informed him that 


vere emotional trauma caused by 
the workplace abuse, according to 
the lawsuit. 

In November 1996, Brown re¬ 
turned to work. 

In March 1996, in front of co¬ 
workers, Jackson allegedly asked 
Brown if he “took it up the ass,” 
called him "a cocksucker,” and al¬ 
legedly grabbed his crotch and 
told Brown to “suck on this,” ac¬ 
cording to the suit.

he had been absent from work 
because his lover was ill with 
AIDS. 

Fasano’s response was to ask if 
Brown was HIV-positive— and 
when Brown said yes, Fasano’s 
reply was to “keep his doctor’s 
visits to a minimum.” 

A month later, on January 15, 
1994, Brown’s lover died. On Jan¬ 
uary 18, Jackson allegedly placed 
a cartoon on the entrance door to 
the workshop in the basement at 
Cowell Hospital, according to the 
suit. 

The writing was a cartoon pic¬ 
ture of a tombstone which said 
“RIP” and underneath it, “Good 
Riddance.” When Brown opened 
the door, Jackson was inside the 
workshop. Brown tore the car¬ 
toon up but Jackson allegedly 
told him to put it back on the 
door because he thought it was 
“funny.” 

But the allegations detailed in 
the lawsuit are no laughing mat¬ 
ter to anti-gay violence expert 
Lester Olmstead-Rose of Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence, 
who told the B.A.R., “More and 
more of the incidents that are re¬ 
ported to us are neighbor-to 
neighbor or workplace-related 
incidents.” 

Olmstead-Rose said that in the 
“continuum of violence,” escalat¬ 
ing verbal assaults and harass¬ 
ment are serious issues in them¬ 
selves, but are also precursors. 

“The allegations in this com¬ 
plaint are consistent with what we 
see leading up to physical attack. 
They are indicators,” he said. 

Tormentors still at UCSF 

Dr. Jeremy Berge, Brown’s 
physician, placed him on six 
months’ disability due to the se- 


Berge placed Brown back on 
disability, and said that he would 
only let Brown return if he were 
safe and free from on-the-job ha¬ 
rassment - but in December 
1996, when Brown was well 
enough to return to work, UCSF 
officials ordered him to return to 
work under Jackson. 

Both supervisors named as 
Brown’s alleged harassers in the 
suit remain employed by UCSF. 

A status conference will be 
held in the case on August 22. T

Media Degeneration 


L ast week a couple of really remarkable 
things happened: national television 
grew up, prompted by sit-com star 
Ellen DeGeneres, and local newspapers re¬ 
gressed into near-infancy, prompted by gay 
politico Jack Davis’s 50th birthday party. 

First things first: because Ellen is broad¬ 
cast a few hours after the B.A.R. gets print¬ 
ed, we had no idea when last week’s issue 
went to bed whether the TV character’s 
coming out would be (or could be) worth all 
the months of hype. In case you missed the 
episode, it was. 

Even the most cynical viewer had to be 
pleasantly surprised by the show’s depth, 
breadth, comedy, pathos, and strength. It 
stood head and shoulders above any other 
situation comedy we remember seeing in 
years, and rated with the “Cicely” episode of 
Northern Exposure a few years back as ter¬ 
rific theatre that entertained, informed 
viewers about lesbianism, and educated 
without being preachy. Even at a full hour, 
the broadcast seemed far too short; and al¬ 
though we usually don’t carve out time 
every week to watch the same television 
show, we’ll be parked in front of ABC for 
many more Wednesday nights to follow. 

ABC’s gamble paid off in several ways. 
The episode is clearly Emmy-winning ma¬ 
terial. It also attracted a 35 share across 
America (and about ten points better than 
that here), which is more than twice its 
usual number. And advertising rates went 
up, proving that being gay is not box-office 
poison, but actually the opposite. 

All in all, the broadcast was just about 
perfect, except for Chrysler, General Mo¬ 
tors, Wendy’s, and Johnson & Johnson ad¬ 
vertisements - all of which were conspicu¬ 
ous by their absence. Chrysler, remember, 
makes all those Jeeps that crowd the curbs 
in the Castro. With so many gay customers, 
it seems absurd that the company felt it nec¬ 
essary to distance itself from the subject 
matter. Fortunately, if you want to point 


that out, Chrysler has set up a number 
specifically to get Ellen feedback. Interest¬ 
ingly, fundies and far right groups learned 
about the number long before the gay com¬ 
munity, so the early calls were most¬ 
ly from people who thought the 
company was right to jump ship. 

To give the opposite point of 
view, call 1-800-992-1997, go 
through the first list of options, 
and stay on the line “for an opera¬ 
tor.” You will then be offered another list 
of options - press 1 for their Media/PR 
line; 2 for their “Ellen” line; 
and finally 2 again to disagree 
with withdrawal of sponsor¬ 
ship from the show. You don’t 
talk at any time; your vote is recorded when 
you press the second 2. It’s easy, fast, and 
free. And it’s important: if a woman can say 
“I’m gay” in front of 42 million people, it’s 


worth a minute to give her (and the gay 
workers at Chrysler whose situations are 
not improving) your support. 

Finally, on the local scene, it seems the 
Examiner and Chronicle are entirely too ob¬ 
sessed with a prominent gay man’s re¬ 
cent private birthday party. Is the ob¬ 
session based on homophobia and 
sex negativity? We think so, and we 
think that unless they’re going to send 
their blue-nosed reporters barging 
into other private celebrations, they 
should move on to the business of 
reporting the news and leave 
gay partygoers alone. 

As the commentator below 
points out, there are many 
more important subjects to discuss. And, 
frankly, we don’t need anyone - and least of 
all, the Chron and Ex - telling us what is 
morally correct or outrageous. ▼

R epent, all ye sinners. The age of neo¬ 
prudery is upon us, and fire and 
brimstone await. The scarlet letter, 
that shameful badge of Adultery, has re¬ 
turned to berate us. 

The media wallows these days in news of 
people “cheating” on their state-approved 
significant others. Dick Morris confesses, Bill 
Cosby apologizes, Madonna announces a 
turn to virtue, and talk show hosts and coun¬ 
selors moralize about betrayal and deceit, as 
if departure from monogamy is high treason. 

Just why is adultery the number one 
Thou Shalt Not? 

Here’s a clue. Cheating is a financial 
term, and it can only be applied to sexual 
relationships if female and male bodies are 
seen as personal property - which, in this 
commodity-ruled patriarchy, they are, since 
paternity still dictates who inherits what. In 
today’s climate of economic anxiety and 
blind narcissism, the noxious idea that peo¬ 
ple can own people (as in slavery) erupts 
like a beanstalk. 

But crass reality must be dressed up if 
medieval mores are to sell. So here comes 
GOD to ordain fidelity to be Right, and for¬ 
nication (extracurricular) Wrong. 

For the nonbelievers, pop culture takes 
over. Jealousy is not even depicted as mer¬ 
cenary or egomaniacal or super-possessive 
any more. It’s currently noble. The good 
wife who uses any bloody means necessary 
to ward off interlopers, a la Fatal Attraction, 
is a movie cliche. 

What’s more, celibacy is the prescription 
du jour even for singles, especially females, 
teenagers, and the poor. The new welfare de¬ 
struction bill allots not one penny for jobs, 
but provides millions to push abstinence! 


The flight from the more relaxed prac¬ 
tices of many people is part of a larger re¬ 
trenchment. Renewed sexual conservatism 
is rooted in and nurtures the general re¬ 
gression. And nowhere is the backsliding 
more pronounced than in the mass move¬ 
ments of the ‘60s, which have all shape- 
shifted into their veritable opposites. 

For instance, when feminists first 
proclaimed “the personal is political,’ 1 
we hardly expected that the person¬ 
al would replace the political, with 
tawdry gossip about officials’ bed¬ 
room peccadilloes substituting for 
discussion of their policies and be¬ 
coming the basis for measuring 
their “characters!” Cer¬ 
tainly, we condemn sex 
harassment, but truly 
consenting behavior is 
nobody else’s business, and rarely reveals 
much about someone’s integrity or worth. 

Our point back then was that the op¬ 
pression of women is not accidental or iso¬ 
lated, but a symptom of a universal second- 
class role that the whole dismal for-profit 
system depends on. This fact, however, has 
been stood on its head in the recent welfare 
laws, which blame individual women for 
broad social ills. And the National Organi¬ 
zation for Women’s top strata failed to ro¬ 
bustly resist this monstrous “reform” be¬ 
cause they support Bill Clinton, despite his 
treachery on the issues. 

Likewise, when street queers and drag 
queens revolted at the Stonewall Inn in 
1969, the upsurge they set off prioritized 
sexual liberation as a matter of principle. 
They correctly identified homophobia as 
key to deification of the traditional family. 
But now the movement focuses on sexual 
self-policing and respectability mongering. 

Gay pacesetters demand entrance into 


the heavenly domain of bourgeois wedded 
bliss, as gay couples plead they are straighter 
than straights - less inclined to “stray” or 
(gasp) divorce. Granted, the right of gays to 
marry is legitimate, but how foolish to ele¬ 
vate it to First Cause - and how ironic, at a 
time when old-school marriage is exiting 
the stage of history. 

The civil rights movement, for its part, 
started out fired up to abolish the color line 
and gain total integration - not assimila¬ 
tion, but access to every civic ben- 
efit. 

Yet, after decades of backlash, 
the African-American cause has 
largely subsided into cultural 
nationalism, which 
stresses differences with 
other races and with Jews 
rather than human simi¬ 
larities. It glamorizes separatism and unre¬ 
alistically champions black business as the 
solution to ghetto poverty. This ideology is 
disastrous, because when people of color re¬ 
move themselves from their working class 
sisters and brothers, they remove an essen¬ 
tial leadership sector from the common 
struggle of all the have-nots. 

Nationalism, moreover, is infused in¬ 
evitably with sexist baggage, relegating 
women to inferior status and outdoing the 
white establishment in condemning homo¬ 
sexuality. 

All right, you’ve heard it before. Reform 
must grow into revolution or twist into re¬ 
action. It’s an immutable law of nature - 
things go forward or backward. At the mo¬ 
ment, society is headed cataclysmically in 
the wrong direction. 

To a socialist, personal relations should 
be symbolized by openness, not a chastity 
belt. To a socialist, it’s not the market that 
should be free but love. ▼ 
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Flashiest and zoomiest

Kudos to our underrated and undeterred local ar¬ 
chitects who set out in earnest to donate a lot of time, 
energy, emotion (and out-of-pocket expenses) in the 
hope of creating the most inspired balance between 
artistic expression, structural integrity, public ac¬ 
commodation, and real world budget to give us a 
much-needed community center. Public buildings 
have to endure a lot of hard use with not much main¬ 
tenance, so their designers tend to allocate their 
money for better materials rather than zoomy shapes 
- not an easy task when trying to win a design com¬ 
petition. 

So considering the difficulty of the project, my 
friends and I were ecstatic over the number of com¬ 
petition entries - that there were 31, possibly repre¬ 
senting the labor of over 150 people. How to choose? 
We studied them carefully and wanted to make sure 
we were not swayed by the flashiest presentation. In¬ 
stead, we looked for creativity, constuctibility, and 
function. It was fun comparing notes with others at 
the exhibit. We were only slightly disappointed that 
our clear favorite (one with a stair tripping down the 
Market Street facade) did not make the final cut, but 
life is strange that way. 

At the presentations, the finalists all seemed like 
very nice people and capable of doing the work. 
Tough job for the judges, who also had excellent cre¬ 
dentials. So imagine our surprise when the 
winner was the entry with the flashiest 
graphics and zoomiest forms. That de¬ 
sign also disregarded the functional pro¬ 
gram the most, may be the least build- 
able, may be the most expensive to main¬ 
tain and cost about three to four times 
the stated budget. I have been in con¬ 
struction for 20 years on both coasts, 
and figure this is going to be an expen¬ 
sive ride. 

I hope the high construction cost, daunting main¬ 
tenance program, and lack of functional interior of 
the winning scheme will not prevent this from being 
funded and completed within my lifetime.

Shanti rehash 

I was very happy to see your prominent coverage 
of Kurt Wuellner’s appointment as Interim Director 
of Shanti [B.A.R., 4/24]. As the need for our services 
continues unabated, the HIV/AIDS communities of 
San Francisco benefit from the awareness your cov¬ 
erage creates. 

I would like to point out, however, that in virtual¬ 
ly every article about Shanti that appears in your 
paper, your reporters rehash the story, now five years 
old, of the loss of Shanti’s housing contract due to ac¬ 
counting irregularities. While this news was certainly 
remarkable at the time, it is not germane to Shanti’s 
mission, identity or work in the community today. 
Yes, this organization’s accounting procedures were 
faulty. Yes, Shanti won a judgment against our former 
accounting firm in binding arbitration last year, and 
we were able to repay our debt to the city without the 
use of private funds better allocated to client services. 
And yes, our Executive Director and Deputy Director 
resigned at the time. 

Since then, Shanti has improved financial controls, 
and our audits for the past four years have shown 
strict compliance with all of the complex laws gov¬ 
erning non-profit accounting procedures. More im¬ 
portantly, service to our clients was never disrupted. 
We continue to train volunteers to provide one-on- 
one emotional and practical support to people in¬ 
fected and affected by HIV/AIDS: Currently, 182 vol¬ 
unteers assist 215 clients. We have increased ridership 
in our Transportation Program to accommodate 96% 
of client requests, and in the past nine months have 
given more than 7,000 rides to medical and social ser¬ 
vice appointments - already up from the 5,775 rides 
we provided in all of last year. We have added writ¬ 
ing, drama and Qi Gong classes to our Activities Pro¬ 
gram, and annually distribute almost half a million 
dollars worth of donated tickets to social, cultural and 
recreational events to more than 800 clients. Our Lati¬ 
no Program has almost doubled, to serve 115 Latino 
clients with a wide range of services in a culturally ap¬ 
propriate manner. Shanti is alone among the major 
AIDS service providers in offering longterm rather 
than time-limited case management; our Case Man¬ 
agement Program works with 2,000 clients to devel¬ 
op individualized service plans and to open doors to 
HIV/AIDS services throughout San Francisco. The 
AIDS Office routinely rates Shanti’s service provision 
at the highest possible levels. 

These milestones are the real news about Shanti. 
We have moved on in the past five years. Why hasn’t 
the Bay Area Reporter ?

Preserving queer history 

It’s always a bit perplexing to know how to re¬ 
spond to letters like that of John Cailleau. ( Mailstrom , 
4/17) complaining about the Gay & Lesbian Histori¬ 
cal Society of Northern California (GLHS). Many be¬ 
lieve that the best response to such letters is no re¬ 
sponse. While I can see the wisdom in such a course, 
this is the second time Mr. Cailleau has written let¬ 
ters making odd claims about GLHS, and I’d like to 
provide a friendly clarification. 

I don’t speak for GLHS or its Board of Directors. 
I’m writing as a professional archivist who for many 
years has volunteered time and energy to GLHS and 
its mission to preserve the histories of queer commu¬ 
nities in the greater Bay Area. I’m not sure who Mr. 
Cailleau thinks the “witnesses and makers” of this his¬ 
tory are; my view holds that we all are. If he is refer¬ 
ring to the several hundred people who have donat¬ 
ed material to the archives over the past dozen years, 
he couldn’t ask for a better crowd. The GLHS 
Archives document gay life as far back as the 1920s, 
and includes records of such organizations as the 
Daughters of Bilitis, the Tavern Guild, CRH, SIR, the 
Committee for Homosexual Freedom, Bay Area Gay 
Liberation, the Royal Court, GGBA, BWMT, CUAV, 
ACT UP, the AIDS/ARC Vigil, the Women’s Building, 
the Asian Pacific AIDS Coalition, GLAAD, and dozens 
of other groups, as well as the personal papers and 
photographs of nearly 150 individuals. In addition, 
the GLHS Oral History group has recorded and tran¬ 
scribed hundreds of hours of taped interviews. Until 
recent times, this has been the only organization 
north of Los Angeles that has worked to preserve 
queer history. GLHS is very pleased to now share that 
interest with the SF Public Library and Stanford Uni¬ 
versity’s Green Library. 

GLHS membership is open to anyone, and any 
member can attend Board meetings, read meeting 
minutes, or run for the Board itself. Programs and ex¬ 
hibits are conceived of and produced by volunteer 
members. It is quite true that this organization needs 
improvement. I invite Mr. Cailleau, and others con¬ 
cerned about our history, to join in and help. This is 
a community-based organization run entirely by vol¬ 
unteers. While everyone has a right to their opinion, 

I do suggest that standing back and criticizing the 
people who are donating time and energy to get this 
work done is not a terribly effective method of creat¬ 
ing change. 

The GLHS Archives are open every Saturday & 
Sunday from 2-5 p.m. Volunteers are always needed; 
if you might be interested in helping, come on down 
and check it out.

Why can’t men understand? 

Robert Bray protests too much about Ellen De¬ 
Generes [J5.A.R. guest editorial, April 24]. Joining 
Jerry Falwell in attacking a lesbian is preposterous 
coming from a so-called “progressive.” Wearing a T- 
shirt with “Ellen” crossed out on it, as Bray did in the 
Examiner, shows a shocking insensitivity. Men always 
look bad when they dump on women, as every politi¬ 
cian knows.

Why pick 
on Ellen when she’s made it on talent and not 
through connections like Candace or Chastity, except 
that they’re movement darlings? It wouldn’t happen 
if she were a man. Rock Hudson only came out when 
he had no choice. At least she’s doing it voluntarily. 
Successful women are still threatening to men, and I 
suspect what Bray objects to is being beaten at his 
own game of “spin.” 

Idolizing Allen Ginsberg of the misogynist Beats 
while complaining Ellen is “too commercial” shows 
the kind of muddled thinking we’ve gotten from “ac¬ 
tivists.” Ginsberg sold his papers to Stanford for over 
a million dollars. I applaud Ellen’s refusal to be a 
poster child, and her honest critique of the move¬ 
ment. It’s a breath of fresh air that’s long overdue. The 
“professionally gay,” who live off rich donors and cor¬ 
porate and government grants to “nonprofits,” have 
no business criticizing those who work for a living. A 
man making $100K per episode would be lionized for 
his success. 

Straight men are notorious for monopolizing TV 
remote controls. Evidently, gay men are no different. 
Allowing women to enjoy themselves by indulging 
our own tastes is too much to ask, even if we’ve had 
to put up with years of dreary SDS reporting. Many 
women have had the experience of wanting to watch 
something on TV in a bar or restaurant only to be 
told, “It’s only for sports.” In other words, what men 
want to watch. 

I never understood the craze for Greg Louganis, 
or the young men on Friends or Melrose Place. But I 
wouldn’t call press conferences criticizing others’ taste 
and claiming mine as superior. But men think they’re 
the arbiters of taste. 

That kind of chauvinism delegitimizes the move¬ 
ment as a whole. If gay men can’t accommodate 
women as equals, homosexuality isn’t a paradigm 
most people will support, and the cause of gay rights 
will be lost. 

The Beats were notoriously misogynist and pecu¬ 
liar idols for a “progressive.” Their history of abusing 
wives (even killing them in Burroughs’s case), aban¬ 
doning children (Kerouac’s daughter), and treating 
women like doormats looks very different from a 
woman’s point of view and makes Ellen look like a 
paragon of virtue. Why can’t men understand that? 

Lastly, since when is Bray the voice of the city? “We 
in San Francisco do things differently” is arrogating a 
lot to himself, as a recent arrival. I lived in Ginsberg’s 
Lower East Side neighborhood for a decade, but I 
think most people over 30 would choose Beverly Hills 
over the East Village any day.

We do not 
want a huge client load, and since we only take phys¬ 
ically, critically ill clients, we hope against tremendous 
growth. As for Mr. Peron, I think he is a silly man, and 
worry that his zeal for legalization might endanger 
the medical marijuana issue. 

Mr. Wright takes a swipe at the District Attorney, 
saying, “I expected better leadership in this issue from 
Terence Hallinan.” Grow up! The D.A. has done 
everything possible to defend medical marijuana, and 
has rightfully placed provider centers under the ju¬ 
risdiction of the Department of Public Health rather 
than the District Attorney’s office, since this has be¬ 
come a health issue, not a legal one. But Hallinan has 
said that should the centers get into any kind of legal 
trouble, he will gladly go to bat for them. Further¬ 
more, the Department of Public Health has been ex¬ 
tremely helpful in working with the centers to devel¬ 
op an ethical, smooth-working program for the safe 
distribution of medicine to needy, critically ill pa¬ 
tients. The DPH goes above and beyond any reason¬ 
able expectation. This is a complex issue; it will take 
time to sort out.

W hile the rest of the Demo¬ 
cratic field waits for Sen¬ 
ator Dianne Feinstein’s 
decision on next year’s guberna¬ 
torial contest, the races for the re¬ 
maining statewide constitutional 
posts appear to be shaping up. 
Sacramento businessman and for¬ 
mer state Demo Party chair Phil 
Angelides (who is credited with 
guiding his party to a big win in 
1992) looks like the probable De¬ 
mocratic nominee for state trea¬ 
surer next year. His GOP oppo¬ 
nent will likely be state Senator 
Jim Brulte, who as an assembly- 
man was credited with the GOP 
takeover of the Assembly, even 
though he was never allowed to 
become speaker. Angelides is a lib¬ 
eral Democrat, pro-choice, gay- 
friendly; Brulte is a traditional, 
pro-life conservative. 

East Bay state Senator Bill 
Lockyer, currently the Senate 
president, already has a large po¬ 
litical warchest and is still the like¬ 
ly Democratic choice to suc¬ 
ceed outgoing Attorney 
General Dan Lungren, 
the certain GOP nomi¬ 
nee for governor. At least 
two conservative state 
senators, Robert 
Mountjoy and Tim 
Leslie, have de¬ 
cided to fight 
it out for the 
GOP nod to 
oppose Locky¬ 
er. Leslie, as B.A.R. readers are 
aware, recently introduced the leg¬ 
islation that would have banned 
sex clubs throughout California. 
Incidentally, SF/San Mateo state 
Senator Quentin Kopp (I) is talk¬ 
ing of rejoining the Democratic 
Party next year to run for attorney 
general as well, but not too many 
Democrats are listening - at least 
not at the moment. 

At least three GOP lawmakers 
will probably enter the primary 
for lieutenant governor, a post 
that will become vacant when 
Gray Davis leaves the job to run 
for governor. San Jose Mayor 
Susan Hammer is thought to be 
interested, as are a couple of as- 
semblymembers about to be 
“termed out” of office. 

Secretary of State Bill Jones, a 
Republican, is also thought to be 
considering a run for lieutenant 
governor as well next year. Some 
of Jones’s supporters consider the 
LG spot a political promotion, but 
Jones will more than likely run for 
re-election to his current job, 
where he would be the favorite 
against any Democratic nominee. 

Look for state Controller 
Kathleen Connell to eventually 
file for re-election to her current 
post. And you can expect Republi¬ 
can primary candidates to veer all 
the way to the right; for now only 
ultraconservatives seem interested 
in the right to oppose Connell. 

Ultimately, the success or lack 
thereof for most of the statewide 
candidates rests on who the even¬ 
tual nominee for governor is. All 
recent polls name Dianne Fein- 
stein as the state’s most popular 
elected politician, and her name 
at the top of the ticket next year 
could mean the Democratic Party 
has a better-than-even chance of 
recapturing some of the statewide 
offices, such as state treasurer, at¬ 
torney general and even secretary 
of state. These same polls show 
Feinstein beating Lungren. 

Renaissance man 

Bob Dole — the Republican 
Man of the Hour in D.C.? Just

Freedom to be compelled

H ow about all those flaps 
over advertising on Ellen’s 
coming-out episode? Did a 
bunch of folks look foolish, or 
what? Bill “Politically Incorrect” 
Maher explained ABC’s turning 
down the Olivia Cruises spot as 
their failure to understand a 
cruise line guaranteeing you 
would go down with the ship. 
Frank Rich of The New York Times 
said that if a cruise ship commer¬ 
cial could actually damage his 
kids’ heterosexuality, his concern 
would be those Kathie Lee Gifford 
Princess Cruise spots. (Can you 
think of any princesses worth 
cruising?) 

After I made such a fuss about 
trying to write satire, along comes 
the EEOC to mow me down in 
the other lane, just like Wile E. 
Coyote. Did you know you may 
now ignore dress codes at work, 
exhibit poor judgment, act in a 
hostile manner to your co-work¬ 
ers, ignore punctuality complete¬ 
ly, do just about everything short 
of “going postal” - and not only 
keep your job, but get special ac¬ 
commodations and even a 
“coach” to help you work? That’s 
right! All you have to do is say, 
“I’m stressed and depressed,” and 
you have put your employer on 
notice under the Americans With 
Disabilities Act that you may have 
a mental impairment they must 
accommodate. (And you can’t 
criticize me for this commentary 
without committing ableism - 
I’ve got Flustered Overintelligent 
Writer’s Sarcastic Outburst Syn¬ 
drome or something.) 

Up against a wall 

Doing It for the Daddyland 
Dept.: Well, I was cruising along 
recently on a really dynamite col¬ 
umn inspired by a breathtaking 
new book on the difference be¬ 
tween benevolence and altruism, 
and their respective philosophical 
underpinnings, when I hit a wall. 
Yeah, I could write about how the 
basis of the former is a life-af¬ 
firming respect for one’s self and 
one’s fellow human beings, and a 
positive outlook on the benefits 
created by human interaction, 
while the latter (as espoused by 
Bertrand Russell and others) 
comes from a very nihilistic view 
of human existence that calls for 
self-sacrifice as the only hope for 


the momentary alleviation of suf¬ 
fering in a crappy world. And it 
occurred to me any such discus¬ 
sion would run up against protes¬ 
tations that life really does exis¬ 
tentially suck. 

This bummed me out, because 
I really, really wanted to comment 
on how disturbed I’d been by the 
ideology behind a kind of nation¬ 
al youth corps being promoted by 
one developed nation’s political 
and military leaders. Now, I be¬ 
lieve freely doing gratuitous good 
deeds to help individuals and the 
community is a positive thing - so 
I do. But there was something 
about this particular cam¬ 
paign that struck me as being 
in the National Socialist 
vein, especially when one 
military figure questioned 
the morality of the 
young people who 
might disagree that 
they “owed” this “ser¬ 
vice” to their 
nation. 

The politi¬ 
cian who de¬ 
vised this program said its mission 
was “nothing less than to spark a 
renewed sense of obligation, a new 
sense of duty, a new season of ser¬ 
vice.” Nothing about cooperation, 
nothing about voluntary benevo¬ 
lence - just “obligation” and debt, 
“the duty all of us owe to one an¬ 
other” he hoped these youth would 
pay by “devoting full years of your 
life to service.” 

“It’s not enough to simply do 
your job and pay your taxes,” said 
The Leader. “You have to serve in 
your community. I am redefining 
the meaning of citizenship.” He 
praised one regional jurisdiction’s 
plan to force youth into service by 
making it a condition of graduat¬ 
ing from school. Mandatory vol- 
unteerism: now, there’s an oxy¬ 
moron. He said schoolchildren 
should be taught “the joy and the 
duty of serving” ( gliicklichkeifi) at 
an age when it would best condi¬ 
tion them, “when it will have the 
most enduring impact on the rest 
of their lives.” Seeing thousands of 
students assembled for the mass 
rally, the General exclaimed, “It’s 
great to have an army again!” 

Philosophical question 

Okay, so maybe I’m being over¬ 
ly sarcastic by seeing overtones of 
a Hitler Youth movement in the 
Presidential Bubba’s “Summit on 
Service.” (You must admit, 


though, it’s wicked satire.) 
Nonetheless, I think there’s an im¬ 
portant philosophical question 
about the difference between 
benevolence and altruism, one 
with a decided impact on how we 
live in our lesbian/gay community. 

The difference? Benevolence 
means doing something because 
you want to, because it promotes 
values, because you benefit by the 
improvement it makes in the 
world, because you value the re¬ 
cipient enough as a human being 
to do something for her without 
pity. Altruism says this would be 
selfish and greedy. Altruism 
says it’s immoral to value 
yourself and your life: it 
holds living for others as 
the highest value. This 
would make any kind of 
self-interest (even the 
rational self-interest 
that realizes the highest 
form of human interac¬ 
tion is that 
which benefits 
both) a moral 
evil to be ex¬ 
punged by sacrificing one’s self to 
others, whether they are worthy 
or not. 

Naturally, under this system, 
there’s unlimited potential for 
scamming people who want to be 
moral by guilt-tripping them into 
greater and greater self-sacrifice 
until they live as slaves. And un¬ 
limited career potential for those 
who want to set themselves up as 
the arbiters of who’s greedy (for 
having a life) and who’s good (for 
having no life but their “duty” to 
others). 

We can act from a positive 
sense of self as people confident 
that, as rational human beings, we 
have at least some chance of im¬ 
proving life, even though we may 
find idiots in our path. Or, we can 
view life and other people as a 
threat calling for constant vigi¬ 
lance - therefore suspecting some 
“ism” in every human interaction 
and approaching them in an an¬ 
tagonistic manner. Political cor¬ 
rectness takes this latter, degrad¬ 
ing view of human nature. 

I tell you, though, that lesbian 
and gay activists faced more 
daunting challenges in the early 
1970s - yet we changed the world 
by believing rational interaction 
among human beings could 
change the world. So do these 
philosophical “quibbles” matter? 
Yes, they do. ▼

more liberal in the days before 
missionaries began preaching the 
virtues of heterosexuality, 
monogamy, and the “missionary 
position.” According to Clellan 
Ford and Frank Beach’s classic 
study, Patterns of Sexual Behavior, 
homosexual behavior was prac¬ 
ticed and approved of in at least 
seven pre-colonial African cul¬ 
tures. Among the Azande people, 
for example, heterosexually mar¬ 
ried women had sex among them¬ 
selves, sometimes using bananas 
or sweet potatoes tied around 
their waists as improvised “strap- 
on dildos.” 

So, in condemning gay sex as 
unnatural, it may be that President 
Mugabe was unwittingly promot¬ 
ing colonialist thinking over tradi¬ 
tional African values - values that, 
nowadays, only the bonobos seem 
to live by.

( f dogs and pigs do not do it, 
why must human beings?” 
asked Robert Mugabe, presi¬ 
dent of Zimbabwe, in 1995. He 
was talking about gay sex, of 
course. And with that biological 
argument as justification, he 
urged Zimbabweans to arrest 
people who were “behaving like 
homosexuals.” 

I don’t think that what animals 
do or don’t do has any¬ 
thing to tell us about 
the morality of 
human behavior. But since 
Mugabe thinks that it does, 
let’s take a look at the sex be¬ 
havior of an animal that lives in 
his part of the world, the 
bonobo or “pygmy 
chimpanzee.” 

Bonobos, whose 
DNA is 98.5% the 
same as ours, are fa¬ 
mous for their freewheeling sexu¬ 
ality, which includes pretty much 
anything that has been outlawed 
by legislators, denounced by 
priests, or pathologized by doc¬ 
tors. But their most interesting 
sexual behavior is seen when two 
amorous females get together. Pri- 
matologists call it “genito-genital 
rubbing,” or “G-G rubbing,” for 
short. That crude-sounding 
phrase does little justice to the ac¬ 
tual behavior, which is both so¬ 
phisticated and sensual. 

The two females embrace front 
to front and bring their swollen 
genital regions together. Then 
they rapidly slide their genitals to 
and fro sideways against each 
other: as female A swings her erect 
clitoris one way, female B swings 
hers the other way. Within a few 
seconds, the rhythmical sexual 
contact brings both animals to or¬ 
gasm. After the sex act is com¬ 
plete, the two animals may stroll 
around for a while with their 
arms draped over each other’s 
shoulders. 

G-G rubbing is interesting be¬ 
cause it’s a behavior that has 
evolved specifically for “lesbian” 
sex; nothing like it is seen between 
male and female bonobos. In ad¬ 
dition, according to primatologist 
Amy Parish, it serves an important 
social function that goes far be¬ 
yond the mere satisfaction of sex¬ 
ual urges. Parish studied this func¬ 
tion while a graduate student at 
the University of California, Davis. 


According to Parish, “lesbian” 
sex is part of a co-operative strat¬ 
egy among female bonobos that 
helps overcome an evolutionary 
legacy of male dominance. 
Among most primates, such as 
the common chimpanzee, males 
are dominant over females: any 
male has priority over any female 
when it comes to food or other re¬ 
sources. This happens, not so 
much because the males are 
stronger or more aggressive, but 
because males bond very readily 
with each other and thus 
gang up against 
females whenev¬ 
er disputes arise. Females, 
on the other hand, do not 
bond readily with each other. 
The ultimate reason for this dif¬ 
ference in bonding has to 
do with kinship: the 
adult male chim¬ 
panzees in a troop are 
close relatives, while 
the adult females are 
unrelated, since they leave their 
birth families when they mature. 
And blood, as they say, is thicker 
than water. 

The way bonobo females rectify 
this situation, according to Parish, 
is by substituting sexual bonds for 
kinship bonds. When a strange fe¬ 
male joins a troop, she initiates a 
social relationship with one of the 
high-ranking females in the troop, 
a relationship that is cemented by 
frequent bouts of G-G rubbing. 
This allows females to establish life¬ 
long alliances with other females, 
and these alliances are called upon 
when males attempt to harass 
them. As a result, male bonobos ac¬ 
tually tend to get excluded from the 
most desirable food items, resting 
spots, and so on. 

All this, of course, is reminis¬ 
cent of lesbian feminist thinking. 
Parish herself (who isn’t lesbian) 
writes, “This ability found in our 
closest-living relatives lends hope 
that women’s failure to bond may 
not be so inevitable after all.” She 
doesn’t say whether women 
should bond with other women 
through sexual relationships or by 
some other means. 

Some human cultures - espe¬ 
cially those of pre-western Hawaii 
and Polynesia generally - have 
shared the bonobos’ uninhibited 
delight in sex in all its many vari¬ 
ations. As for sub-Saharan Africa, 
our knowledge of traditional sex¬ 
ual practices and attitudes is limit¬ 
ed, but they were probably a lot

union symbolizes the immense 
contribution that Shanti volun¬ 
teers, past and present, have made 
to people with HIV and their 
loved ones since the beginning of 
the epidemic,” Garfield said in a 
statement distributed by the 23- 
year-old agency. 

Since its inception in 1974 as a 
volunteer services group for peo¬ 
ple with terminal illnesses, the 
agency has trained an estimated 
8,000 volunteers, according to 


Laura Giacomini, Shanti’s devel¬ 
opment and marketing manager 

“We’re hearing from old vol¬ 
unteers, and people are calling 
and checking in. It’s been kind of 
fun and is picking up as we are 
getting closer to the day,” she said. 

The agency began exclusively 
caring for people with AIDS in the 
early 1980s and estimates that 
Shanti volunteers have provided 
more than two million hours of 
care to people with AIDS and HIV 
since its inception. Shanti also 
says that its services have assisted 
nearly 80 percent of the people 
with AIDS in San Francisco.

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Sharon vs. ‘the 


Christians’ 



Sharon Boyd: "They don't think we should have our kids."

S haron Boyd is fighting to see 
her kids in what has become 
a long and nasty legal strug¬ 
gle. She is transsexual and by all 
accounts was a good father. But 
the case, which is ever so slowly 
winding its way through Missouri 
courts, is pushing hot buttons of 
sexual identity, religion, family, 
and politics. It has become a cause 
celebre for conservative Christian 
activists. Now, for the first time in 
an extended interview, Sharon is 
telling her side of the story. 

Tom and Karen met in Bibie 
study class in western Missouri 
(the names are pseudonyms first 
used in an article in the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch). He was a solid six- 
footer with dark hair and big 
brown eyes, an honors graduate of 
the Air Force Academy whose fin¬ 
ger could launch atomic warheads 
onto another continent. They 
married and had two sons, moving 
to Germany, then the Washington, 
DC suburbs over the course of 
Tom’s 12-year military career. 

But Tom had a secret from 
childhood, a secret that society 
and his evangelical Christian up¬ 
bringing taught him to deny. He 
knew that “there was something 
wrong with the way I looked, I 
just wasn’t comfortable with it.” 
Even before puberty he would 
sneak into his mother’s room and 
don her lingerie, or later purchase 
and wear items of women’s cloth¬ 
ing in “binge/purge cycles,” strug¬ 
gling with his own “demons” of 
cross-dressing. 

“By 1991 or so, I just couldn’t 
take any more. If it was a cross to 
bear, it was crucifying me, it was 
grinding me into dust.” When 
Karen and the boys went to visit 
family in Missouri, Tom stayed in 
Maryland and went to a therapist. 
“I think he gave me the freedom 
to admit, and the freedom to deal 
with the admission” that I might 
be a transsexual. 

He had shared his secret with 
Karen even before their marriage, 
and subsequent discussions over 
the years brought further stress to 
it. So he withdrew, keeping the 
issue to himself. But when Karen 
returned, he told her of his deci¬ 
sion to continue exploring the 
likelihood that he was transsexual. 
The marriage deteriorated quick¬ 
ly, and within weeks Tom was 
sleeping in a separate room in the 
basement. 

At Karen’s insistence he “went 
to umpteen zillion different 
Christian counselors, who were 
quacks for the most part. Who 
had the commonalty of belief that 
it was just fundamentally im¬ 
moral to be a transsexual or be a 
person with transsexual feelings.” 
Some said, “We don’t have any ev¬ 
idence of it, but it must have been 
because of something in your 
past, some ‘Chester the Molester.’” 
Others blamed a weak father, 
dominant mother, or the Devil. 

“All of this smacked to me of 
the seven blind men who come up 
on the elephant and say, an ele¬ 
phant is very like a snake, or a wall, 
or a hose, or a tree. They didn’t 
know what they were talking 
about. And they wanted me to 
trust my life, my well-being to this 
kind of insanity? Those kind of 
treatments are very focused on, 
we’ve got to find out who to 
blame, and once we find out who 
to blame, we’ll tell you how to take 
the silver bullet and slay the beast.” 

They separated in August 
1992. Karen entered a “no fault” 
divorce in Maryland before re¬ 
turning to Missouri, but withdrew 


it before it had run its one-year 
course. She later re-filed in Mis¬ 
souri. Tom began the transition to 
Sharon, a process made complete 
with surgery in November 1994. 

The children initially were told 
only that their father was having 
“adult problems.” About six 
months after the separation, the 
oldest became depressed and sui¬ 
cidal. The first-grader was placed 
on Prozac. 

Loving and caring father 

The divorce decree, finalized in 
July 1995 by Judge William T. 
Lohmar Jr., “clearly established” 
Sharon as “a loving and caring fa¬ 
ther,” and that it was in the best in¬ 
terest of the children to allow joint 
custody and visitation for the 
boys, now seven and ten years old. 

Karen enlisted the help of the 
Alliance Defense League, a legal 
off-shoot of Focus on the Family 
led by Colorado Springs religious 
conservative James Dobson. They 
assisted with the case, and when 
the initial custody decision came 
down, the religious right 
launched a publicity campaign 
against the decision and the judge 


who issued it. 

Sharon has researched the 
group and believes they see this as 
“a precedent-establishing case. 


They got in it because they want 
to establish case law to take peo¬ 
ple’s kids away from them.” She 
lambastes their “attempt to coerce 


the court using extra-judicial 
pressure.” 

The Right fired their public 
broadsides. “I am appalled that 
the court would allow [Sharon] to 
maintain all the rights of father¬ 
hood while abandoning the bio¬ 
logical and emotional responsibil¬ 
ities of fatherhood,” said Rev. John 
M. Cochran in the Post-Dispatch. 

Judge Lohmar was defeated in 
his bid for re-election. An appeals 
court reversed the custody deci¬ 
sion and severely limited visita¬ 
tion. Parallel legislation was intro¬ 
duced at the capital. 

But Sharon hasn’t seen or talked 
with her children in the more than 
four years since their separation. “I 
agreed voluntarily not to have 
physical contact” with the boys for 
the first year. “I thought I was doing 
a good thing, but in retrospect, it 
was a big mistake, I was being taken 
advantage of.” 

Her in-laws loved her as the 
wonderful husband Tom, “but 
when I changed my name to 
Sharon and I wore dresses, I be¬ 
came the anti-Christ. I don’t think 
that is reasonable... My ‘crime’ is

plus the fact that the Dutch knew 
of Gay Games and know the prin¬ 
cipals. 

There are still fundamental 
principles that have to be ob¬ 
served, no matter where we go: 
the principles of participation, 
personal best and inclusion, 
meaning that you’re not there to 
win a gold medal, but to partici¬ 
pate, and by participating you are 
already a winner. You do the best 
you can. Inclusion means no dis¬ 
crimination whatsoever. As long 
as that is understood by the whole 
city, and observed in the way they 
conduct their business, basically 
the Federation will oversee the de¬ 
tails, but in essence the Gay 
Games’ spirit is maintained. 

What about some critiques that in

An interview with Gilles Pettigrew

m ay Games V promises to be 
H 1| an enormous event, both 
IPi athletically and culturally. 
As up to 13,000 participants pre¬ 
pare to journey to Amsterdam in 
the first week of August 1998, 
many plans are underway, from 
athletic events to choir festivals. 

However, recent events in the 
development of Gay Games V 
have raised more than a few con¬ 
cerns about the organization and 
potential problems associated 
with coordinating such a huge 
event in a community with a 
record of enormous failure in or¬ 


ganizing large gay events. In re¬ 
cent news, the Gay Games Com¬ 
mittee has cordoned itself off 
from the inquiring press by hiring 
the Holland Tourist Board to fil¬ 
ter all outside communications, 
after months of non-responsive 
action on the part of the Sports 
Committee and Gay Games 
Board. 

Fortunately, before the 
stonewalling, Federation of Gay 
Games Co-Chair Gilles Pettigrew 
granted an interview to the Bay 
Area Reporter while in town for 
Federation meetings. Specifically 
addressed were some of the prob¬ 
lems with the Amsterdam orga¬ 
nizing committee. 

Pettigrew, a French-Canadian 
resident of Montreal, has been a 
member of Montreal’s gay swim 
club, A Contre Courant (Against 
the Current), since 1992. He be¬ 
came involved with the swim 
team, as well as Equip Montreal, 
the organizing body for all of that 
city’s teams and individuals at¬ 
tending Gay Games. Equip Mon¬ 
treal also helps organize activities 
for athletes during the off years 
between games. In 1994, Pettigrew 
was elected co-president of the 
Federation of Gay Games at the 
annual meeting, then in Atlanta. 
Since then, he has been busy help¬ 
ing to organize the next Gay 
Games, as well as future ones in 
2002 and beyond. While hoping 
to continue the ideals of Gay 
Games’ patron saint, Tom Wad¬ 


dell, he is also pragmatic and re¬ 
alistic about the realities of coor¬ 
dinating a worldwide event run 
by gay people. 

Jim Provenzano: How is Montreal 
getting ready for Gay Games? 

Gilles Pettigrew: Well, it’s not like 
San Francisco, where you have so 
many gay people. The militant as¬ 
pect of gay people has not been as 
strong as in San Francisco. For in¬ 
stance, the Gay Pride flag was vir¬ 
tually unknown before 1994. 
What goes on, if you ask most 
people what Stonewall is, they’ll 
say, it’s a wall made of stone. They 
don’t know what it is. The Amer¬ 
ican values don’t transpire. It’s a 
different culture. They know 
more what’s going on in Paris 
than in New York. 

Can you discuss how the Federa¬ 
tion is trying to assist in some of^ 
the language and cultural prob¬ 
lems that exist now in organizing 
Gay Games V? The people who 
originally organized Gay Games 
are Americans, but it has been 
said that we don't want to force 
our cultural values and systems 
on the hosts, yet help them over¬ 
come what are obviously some 
problems. 

You see, the Federation voted in 
1993 to go to Amsterdam with a 
strong desire of opening Gay 
Games to the world. Up until 
now, they were always on the 
North American continent. It was 
time to open up to another mar¬ 
ket, to another group of gay peo¬ 
ple. The way things are done in 
North America are not necessari¬ 
ly the way they are done in Ams¬ 
terdam, so there’s a totally differ¬ 
ent mentality in a certain aspect, 
and of course there’s also the lan¬ 
guage barrier, which has to be 
taken into consideration. The way 
people act, think, conduct busi¬ 
ness, all that comes into account,

sports. The cultural component is 
very important. Those more so¬ 
cial events are there to allow more 
participants to come to Gay 
Games. I think that falls right into 
the spirit, as far as inclusion and 
participation. We’re opening up 
to new disciplines and a new seg¬ 
ment of the population. 

Of course, it opens it up for peo¬ 
ple who wouldn't do the marathon 
or swim, but what about the other 
aspect, where there have been im¬ 
posed limitations on the amount 
of people in sports, where they've 
lowered the number of admis¬ 
sions, or where seniors age 50 
and up are all being dumped into 
one category in swimming, which 
would eliminate them from first 
round competition, thereby ex¬ 
cluding them? 

No matter what you’re going to 
do, you’ll always be criticized for 
something. The thing here is to 
try to see where you can benefit 
the most people. You might re¬ 
strict it in that place, but you 
might open it up to someone else. 
When everything is looked at, it 
will even up. Why don’t we just 
wait and see what will happen? 
There were a lot of things before 
1994 in New York that were going 
around, a lot of rumors. Look, 
three weeks before the opening of 
Gay Games in New York, they still 
didn’t have a contract for the 
swimming pool where 1,000 peo¬ 
ple were going to swim. I think it 


who traditionally think of it as an 
athletic event.

With the outreach to less econom¬ 
ically developed countries - 
African, South American, and 
Eastern European countries - do 
you think there's going to be more 
of an international influx? 

Their outreach is geared mainly 
toward the Old Dutch colonies. 
It’s their right to do so. It’s a cor¬ 
ner of the world we haven’t 
reached. I say, go for it. 

It's going to be a much more Eu¬ 
rocentric Games, in a way that 
American versions haven't been. 
You stressed that things will be 
run differently. But the concern I 
have heard is that there are spe¬ 
cific Dutch groups that are still 
not communicating with Gay 
Games V committee members, the 
groups running events, that there 
have been problems getting offi¬ 
cials, referees, sanctioning. I'm 
talking about communication bar¬ 
riers relating to the example of 
Europride, an event in Amster¬ 
dam in 1994, which, by all ac¬ 
counts, was a compete fiasco. 

As far as the sports are concerned, 
there are always the international 
bodies that can be called to help. 

That was my question. Are they in 
communication with them? Are 
they going to use FIN A rules,

San Mateo County 
appointee can finally 
vote on HIV council 

Attendance concerns expressed

A fter several months of sit¬ 
ting at the table but being 
unable to vote, John Conley 
was officially named to the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council last Monday, 
April 28. Because there was no 
quorum, however, Conley has not 
been able to vote; no action can be 
taken by the council without a 
quorum. 

At the council’s January 13 
meeting, San Mateo County rep¬ 
resentative Mary Jane Wood in¬ 
troduced Conley as the county’s 
designated replacement for Tom 
Zickgraf, who resigned. San 
Mateo joins San Francisco and 
Marin counties in the Eligible 
Metropolitan Area (EMA). The 
council prioritizes and allocates 
federal Ryan White CARE funds 
for HIV/AIDS services in the 
EMA. 

Even though San Mateo Coun¬ 
ty’s money is distributed as a 
lump sum by the council, and 
even though San Mateo County 
officials are responsible for desig¬ 
nating its representatives, San 
Francisco Mayor Willie Brown ul¬ 
timately appoints all of the mem¬ 
bers. 

Norm Nickens, assistant direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public 
Health AIDS Office, said Conley’s 
appointment was delayed because 
of the council’s restructuring that 
took place starting in February. 
Nickens said the council decided 
that all prospective members, 
even those from other counties, 
would have to go through the 
membership committee. In the 
future, the process should be ex¬ 
pedited, he added. 

Conley, who is the director of 
San Mateo County’s AIDS Pro¬ 
gram, seemed happy to Finally 
have an official voice on the 32- 
member body. He has attended 
virtually every meeting since Jan¬ 
uary as an observer, waiting for 
the bureaucracy to spit out his of¬ 
ficial letter.

S.M.’s program 

Conley told the B.A.R. that he’s 
glad to be official, and also cited 
some good news regarding San 
Mateo County’s AIDS program: 
the Palo Alto law firm of Wilson, 
Sonsini, Goodrich, and Rosati re¬ 
cently contributed $25,000 to 
support medical and social ser¬ 
vices for people living with 
HIV/AIDS in East Palo Alto. 

The city, much less affluent 
than its more prestigious counter¬ 
part, was hit hard by the epidem¬ 
ic, with 128 of its 25,000 residents 
diagnosed with AIDS during the 
last 15 years. It has the highest 
HIV infection rate in the county, 
Conley said. 

The law firm’s donation will 
help improve access to dental ser¬ 
vices and provide vouchers, re¬ 
deemable at local stores and ser¬ 
vice providers, for food, clothing, 
child care, and other necessities, 
Conley said. 

The San Mateo County AIDS 
Program received high praise after 
a review by the San Francisco 
AIDS Office as part of the moni¬ 
toring process under the Title I 
Ryan White CARE Act. The re¬ 
view focused on the medical pro¬ 
gram, social services case man¬ 
agement, benefits counseling, and 
mental health services. 

Reviewers praised the program 
for its coordination and the re¬ 


port stated that staff work togeth¬ 
er to maximize resources. There 
are an estimated 700 people living 
with HIV/AIDS in the county. 

Conley said that staff members 
Wood and Jonathan Mesinger 
were instrumental in the pro¬ 
gram’s effective operation that re¬ 
sulted in the favorable review. 

Council no-shows 

The poor attendance at last 
week’s council meeting was of 
concern to the 16 members who 
did show up. “I’d like to know 
how many didn’t call in,” member 
Steve Lew said, referring to the 
council’s policy of notifying staff 
about absences. It was reported 
that two individuals made those 
calls, leaving about 14 members 
with either no excuse or neglect¬ 
ing to call in their absences. 

“There’s very little business we 
can do,” member Will Carter said. 
“If we can’t do this as a council, 
then I’m sorry, there are some 
people who should not be on this 
council.” 

Diane Jones said she felt the re¬ 
cent membership recruitment 
was “relatively passive,” and sug¬ 
gested the council do more out¬ 
reach to recruit members, partic¬ 
ularly those who are not affiliated 
with service providers. There’s 
also a need for HIV-positive Na¬ 
tive Americans, women, youth, 
and other groups on the council. 

A motion to adjourn the meet¬ 
ing due to lack of a quorum failed 
to get the needed two-thirds vote, 
so the council sat around and de¬ 
bated membership and other is¬ 
sues for about an hour before call¬ 
ing it quits. T

:|| combination of supporters 
for his April 8 victory in the 
San Mateo County election, to fill 
the seat vacated by Ted Lempert 
after his November election to the 
California Assembly, Rich Gordon 
spelled out to the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter the factors which brought 
him to the San Mateo County 
Board of Supervisors. He also 
spelled out some of the matters 
that will get his attention as he be¬ 
gins his term. 

“The key to my election is cer¬ 
tainly the hard work of the volun¬ 
teers, many of them from the gay 
community, from the beginning 
of the campaign,” the new super¬ 
visor began, in a recent interview 
in Redwood City. “There was 
grass roots support from a diverse 
group that pledged for me. Union 
members, environmentalists such 
as the Sierra Club, and the many 
people who knew of my work in 
the social services all helped. 
Binding and managing this di¬ 
verse group was the excellent job 
done by Staton, Shafer, and 
Hughes, the campaign consul¬ 
tants” 

Coming in close to the origi¬ 
nally budgeted figure, the Gordon 
campaign got the bulk of its fi¬ 
nances from mailed-in money, 
though contributions from the 
Bay Area Municipal Elections 
Committee and the Victory Fund 
also helped. 

On the money issue, there was 
an allusion to Gordon’s gayness by 
a statement on a late flyer from an 
opponent that he was aided by 
“special interests in San Francis¬ 
co,” a reference Gordon feels was 
not even perceived by most voters. 

Coalescence ahead 

Law prohibits anyone from 
serving in two elected jobs at the 
same time, so Gordon had to re¬ 
sign from the San Mateo County 
Board of Education, a position in 
which he fostered such programs 
as providing continued education 
for youths confined for law viola¬ 
tions. Nevertheless, he will stay 
close to the juvenile court system 
and be an active partner in the de¬ 
velopment of educational pro¬ 
grams. 

In December of this year, Gor¬ 
don will become the president of 
the Redwood City Chamber of 
Commerce. “I expect no impact 
on my job as a supervisor,” Gor¬ 
don stated emphatically. “And the 
Chamber has indicated that is fine 
with them. I expect to be very 
happy to do both.” 

Gordon told the B.A.R. he feels 
confident he will be accepted by 
the veteran board members. 
“Though the voter turnout was 
very low, my plurality was strong 
enough to gain their respect. I 
won convincingly,” he said. 

On further work with the 
other supervisors, Gordon sees 
variation but cooperation. “We 
have mutual concerns, and we will 
find different ways to coalesce,” he 
said. 

Two matters Gordon included 
in his campaign pronouncements, 
the county AIDS program, and an 
effort to bring psychological help

to couples, both gay and straight, 
in domestic violence situations, 
Gordon will have a new perspec¬ 
tive on as a supervisor. 

As a supervisor, Gordon said 
he will be a watchful observer of 
the use of funds in the county 
AIDS program, urging a larger 
county allotment for the overall 
program and supporting the cur¬ 
rent county effort to establish 
needed satellite clinics, such as the 
one recently set up on Willow 
Road in Menlo Park. Maintaining 
quality care throughout will be 
one of his main concerns, he 
averred. But he also registered 
confidence in the AIDS program 
administration. 

On the aid for reducing do¬ 
mestic violence - a matter Gor¬ 
don frequently addressed while 
campaigning - he said he will 
work closely with the recently 
formed Domestic Violence Task 
Force. 

Imminent re-election 

Because Gordon will complete 
the term begun by Lempert, he 
now must run for re-election in 
June 1998. Asked how he will pre¬ 
pare for that contest, Gordon 
replied, “I will do a good job right 
now and consistently throughout 
the coming year. It is apparent 
that the American electorate is 
often disillusioned with govern¬ 
ment performance, so I will make 
every effort to make government 
work.” 

To that end, Gordon has taken 
on two assistants, San Francisco 
gay men Joe Caruso and Rob Bo- 
leyn. Caruso comes from a posi¬ 
tion with Open Hand and Wells 
Fargo Bank, and Boleyn from the 
United Way. 

Near the end of the last cam¬ 
paign, Rick Silver, the clerk for the 
board of supervisors, drew up a 
mailer for another candidate on 
which some San Mateo County 
political women - such as Repre¬ 
sentative Anna Eshoo and Jackie 
Speier - seemed to support the 
candidacy of Denise de Ville. The 
women cited have denied the alle¬ 
gation. 

Asked how he will relate to Sil¬ 


ver now that he is elected, Gordon 
said, “I have simply pointed out 
that the clerk job is specifically 
non-political and that I expect Sil¬ 
ver to perform it in that way.” ▼

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Judicial order allows doctors to 
recommend medical marijuana

A U.S. district court judge in 
San Francisco issued a rul¬ 
ing Wednesday, April 30 
that allows doctor to discuss the 
use of medical marijuana with 
their patients, and to recom¬ 
mend such use. Marijuana is 
recommended most often for 
nausea, appetite loss and wast¬ 
ing, glaucoma, muscle spasms, 
and pain. 

Judge Fern Smith determined 
that existing “fickle” federal 
policies violate the constitution¬ 
al free speech rights of doctors 
and patients by limiting what 
they are allowed to discuss. She 
stated that the federal govern¬ 
ment’s “fear that frank dialogue 
between physicians and patients 
about medical marijuana might 
foster drug use” does not justify 
such restrictions. Smith’s ruling 
does not permit doctors to take 
steps to help patients actually 
obtain marijuana. 

Judge Smith’s ruling extends 
a temporary injunction she is¬ 
sued on April 11 against prose¬ 
cution of doctors who discuss 
medical marijuana with their 
patients. That injunction was 
the result of a class-action law¬ 
suit filed against the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice in January by a 
group of California physicians 
led by Bay Area AIDS specialist 


Dr. Marcus Conant. The April 
30 ruling was narrower than the 
temporary injunction, limiting 
the conditions for which mari¬ 
juana may be recommended to 
HIV/AIDS, cancer, glaucoma, 
seizures or muscle spasms asso¬ 
ciated with a chronic, debilitat¬ 
ing condition. The ruling came 
after the parties in the lawsuit 
were unable to reach a settle¬ 
ment on April 29. 

In the wake of the passage of 
Proposition 215 in California 
and Proposition 200 in Arizona 
last fall, “drug czar” General 
Barry McCaffrey threatened to 
prosecute doctors who recom¬ 
mend or prescribe medical mar-

Smith’s most recent ruling - 
set forth in a 43-page document 
- will remain in effect until the 
final settlement of the lawsuit, 
which may take several months. 
The federal government may de¬ 
cide to appeal the ruling to the 
Ninth Circuit Court. 

The plaintiffs’ lead attorney 
Graham Boyd called the ruling a 
“tremendous victory.” Vic Her¬ 
nandez, Executive Director of 
Cannabis Helping Alleviate 
Medical Problems (C.H.A.M.P.), 
a San Francisco cannabis buyer’s 
club, agreed, stating that the 
government’s threat of sanctions 
“puts doctors’ and patients’ 
needs at odds.” 


Clients of cannabis buyers’ 
clubs are typically required to 
provide a letter or form stating 
that their healthcare provider 
has recommended marijuana for 
medicinal use. C.H.A.M.P. also 
calls providers to verify that let¬ 
ters are authentic. Smith stated 
that she would “draw the line at 
criminal conduct.” Signing a let¬ 
ter or form or providing tele¬ 
phone verification goes beyond 
merely recommending marijua¬ 
na, and may be considered to be 
helping a patient to obtain the 
drug. It is not yet clear what ef¬ 
fect the ruling will have on local 
buyers’ clubs and similar opera¬ 
tions. ▼

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Openly gay priest takes 
helm at St. Peter’s 
Episcopal Church

T he Reverend David Bruce 
Rickey has just moved to 
San Francisco from New 
York to become the new priest at 
St. Peter’s Episcopal Church in the 
Richmond District. He presided 
over his first church service Sun¬ 
day, April 27. 

Rickey, 50, who is openly gay, 
brings a quarter century of expe¬ 
rience as a priest and psychologist 
to his new position. He has served 
at both inner-city and rural 
churches in New York and New 
Jersey. 

As a psychotherapist, Rickey 
believes the church can play an 
important role in healing. In 1993, 
he co-founded the HIV/AIDS 
Chaplaincy of Dutchess County in 
New York. He served for three 
years as coordinator of the pro¬ 
gram that provides continuing 
pastoral care for people living with 
HIV/AIDS. In 1994, he co-found¬ 
ed the Alternatives Health Center 
of Tivoli, New York and served as 
a team member. 

“I developed, with other holis¬ 
tic practitioners, a team approach 
to healing,” Rickey said of the Al-

ternatives Health Center. “I spe¬ 
cialized in spiritual counseling, 
working with the spiritual dimen¬ 
sions of illness and healing.” 


Once he gets settled at St. 
Peter’s, one of the things Rickey 
hopes to do is start a group focus¬ 
ing on gay spirituality. 

Rickey knows his way around 
the Bay Area. He attended the 
Church Divinity School of the Pa¬ 
cific in Berkeley in the early 1970s 
and served as an assistant chap¬ 
lain at St. Luke’s Hospital in San 
Francisco. 

After a year in Berkeley, Rickey 
earned a masters degree in divin¬ 
ity from the Union Theological 
Seminary in New York. He re¬ 
ceived a certificate in pastoral 
counseling at Blanton-Peale 
Graduate Institute, also in New 
York. 

St. Peter’s Episcopal Church 
has served the Outer Richmond 
since 1913. Founded in 1867, it 
stood in North Beach until the 
1906 earthquake and fire. The 
congregation worshipped in Cow 
Hollow for several years before 
moving to its current location, 
420 29th Avenue, near Clement

Poll: Californians 
split on gay rights

new Field Poll shows Cali¬ 
fornians are sharply divided 
on whether gay relations are 
wrong, and whether the push for 
gay rights is being pressed too fast. 

But the poll, released Tuesday, 
May 6 by the non-partisan Field 
Institute in San Francisco, also in¬ 
dicates most Californians support 
laws that give family and child 
custody rights to gay couples and 
allow gays to serve openly in the 
military. 

However, 56 percent of respon¬ 


dents said they disapprove of same- 
sex marriages, and 49 percent said 
they would favor a law barring 
recognition of same-sex marriages 
performed in other states. 

The telephone poll was con¬ 
ducted February 11-17 among a 
representative sample of 1,045 
California adults, with a sampling 
error of plus or minus 3.3 per¬ 
centage points. 

Almost half of those polled 
said gay relations are wrong, while 
47 percent said they hold the op¬ 
posite view. When describing the 
pace of the gay rights movement, 
41 percent said it was too fast, 


while 39 percent said it was just 
about right. 

Legal recognition of family 
rights for domestic partners was 
favored by 67 percent of those 
polled, and 59 percent favored the 
extension of financial aid status to 
domestic partners. 

The most significant shift in 
opinion over the last two decades 
occurred when respondents were 
asked about granting child cus¬ 
tody to homosexual parents. An 
overwhelming seven in ten said 
they were in support if the parents 
were found legally fit to care for 
the child in all other ways. ▼ 



Study: Cal schools 
give out wrong sex info

A new study says at least 28 
California schools are 
teaching an illegal absti¬ 
nence-only sex education pro¬ 
gram that denies students infor¬ 
mation about contraception and 
reducing the risks of HIV infec¬ 
tion. 

The study, released Tuesday, 
April 29 by the Applied Research 
Center in Oakland, says such ab¬ 
stinence-only programs give inac¬ 


curate information about AIDS 
and are strongly biased against 
minorities, homosexuals, and 
gender roles. 

Spokesperson Doug Stone re¬ 
sponded that the state Depart¬ 
ment of Education never ap¬ 
proved the “Sex Respect” study, 
which stresses only abstinence 
rather than the preferred absti¬ 
nence-based approach that also 
provides other information. 

While he agrees with some of 
the study’s criticisms, Stone says it 
was pulled from the only state li¬ 


brary that offered it as a training 
resource. 

He says state law doesn’t au¬ 
thorize the Department of Educa¬ 
tion to monitor materials used by 
California’s more than 8,000 pub¬ 
lic schools, and districts are free to 
choose programs as they see fit. 

Stone says the department 
can’t verify the study’s claim that 
34 percent of the state’s public 
school districts have been pres¬ 
sured to modify their sex educa¬ 
tion programs by religious 
groups. T

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AIDS Alliance closes Contra Costa offices 


400 clients affected, lack of funds to blame

|f% aying they simply ran out of 
funds, the board of direc- 
^yP tors of the AIDS Alliance 
closed the agency’s Contra Costa 
County offices last Wednesday, 
April 30, affecting about 400 
people living with HIV/AIDS in 
the East Bay. The county’s AIDS 
Program has stepped in, howev¬ 
er, and announced that case 
management services are contin¬ 
uing uninterrupted. 

The AIDS Alliance had been a 
merger between the AIDS Project 
of Contra Costa County and the 
Center for AIDS Services in 
Alameda County. Liz Grossman, 


AIDS Alliance board chair, said 
that the two entities maintained 
separate funding sources. The 
merger agreement took place 
over year ago. 

The Center for AIDS Services 
in Oakland is not affected by the 
Contra Costa closure and contin¬ 
ues to operate as a program of 
the AIDS Alliance. 

Rusty Keilch, director of the 
Health Services Division’s AIDS 
Program in Contra Costa Coun¬ 
ty, said officials moved swiftly to 
put an interim plan in place for 
the clients. Former AIDS Alliance 
case managers are now tempo¬ 
rary county employees. They’re 
providing the same services to 
their clients. 


“There is no disruption in 
case management,” Keilch said. 

She explained the AIDS Al¬ 
liance in Contra Costa received 
$82,500 in federal Ryan White 
CARE funds for the 1997-98 
cycle. Since the offices closed 
after two months, the remaining 
unexpended CARE money will 
be used to fund the interim 
workers until a request for pro¬ 
posal (RFP) can be developed 
later this year. 

“Case management services 
for 400 clients are all being 
picked up by the county. Ulti¬ 
mately, the county will put out 
for a RFP, and it is our belief 


No mismanagement 

Both Grossman and Keilch said 
that fiscal mismanagement was 
not a factor in the closure of the 
Contra Costa offices. Rather, 
Grossman said the agency was not 
able to obtain sufficient funding 
from private sources and could 
not rely solely on government 
contracts. The Contra Costa AIDS 
Alliance program’s annual budget 
was $600,000, with approximately 
50 to 60 percent of that coming 
from government sources, she 
said. 

“There’s not a hint of that,”

there will be a new agency that 
will pick up case management by 
September,” Grossman told the 
B.A.R. 

Ted Milliken, an openly gay 
man living with AIDS who had 
been an AIDS Alliance client, said 
he was surprised by the an¬ 
nouncement; he received a letter 
April 30.

hard, painful decision. Our oper¬ 
ating expenses in Contra Costa 
were $50,000 a month, and there 
was a shortfall of $20,000 to 
$30,000 a month.”

It’s unclear how the 
volunteer services will be formu- 


greatly from AIDS Alliance ser¬ 
vices, particularly in benefits ad¬ 
vocacy. “They appealed my dis¬ 
ability benefits and got me 
retroactive to 1995,” he said. 
“I’m in pretty good shape now; 
my lover is working. It’s not a 
horrible crisis for me.” 

That is probably not the case 
for the hundreds of other former 
AIDS Alliance clients, in spite of 
the county providing uninter¬ 
rupted case management ser¬ 
vices.

Phase II preventive HIV 
vaccine trial to start 

Studies to take place in 13 other cities, too

phase II study for a preven¬ 
tive HIV vaccine is sched¬ 
uled to start in San Francis¬ 
co this summer; 13 other cities 
will also be participating in what 
is only the second such research 
trial in the country. On Monday, 
May 5, the Board of Supervisors 
unanimously approved a resolu¬ 
tion authorizing the Department 
of Public Health (DPH) to enter 
into a contract for the program. 

Dr. Susan Buchbinder, re¬ 
search branch chief at the DPH’s 
AIDS Office, said that most of the 
participants for the trial have al¬ 
ready been selected. About 420 
gay men will participate in San 
Francisco, where the study will 
draw 30 men from 14 sites. 

The vaccine trials in other 


cities will target different popula¬ 
tions, including women and in¬ 
jection drug users. 

The men who will be in the 
San Francisco study have taken 
part in an earlier HIV vaccine pre¬ 
paredness study, Buchbinder ex¬ 
plained. That first phase I study 
was to determine safety in low- 
risk individuals. Phase II looks at 
safety in higher-risk individuals, 
said Buchbinder. 

The participants will be even¬ 
ly divided. Some will be given the 
preventive HIV vaccine, others 
will receive a placebo. Buch¬ 
binder said that since this is a 
phase II safety and immune 
study, the use of a placebo is 
standard; it is needed in order to 
determine whether the vaccine is 
safe and if people develop an im¬ 
mune response. “If there is no 
placebo, we’d have a hard time 


interpreting any immune re¬ 
sponse,” she said. 

Buchbinder, the principal in¬ 
vestigator for the San Francisco 
site and co-chair of the study na¬ 
tionally, said the study is signifi¬ 
cant because if results are promis¬ 
ing, it could lead to an unprece¬ 
dented phase III study. 

“This is a really important step 
forward. Hopefully, it will give us 
some answers,” Buchbinder told 
the B.A.R. “This could lead to an 
actual study to test and see if the 
preventive HIV vaccine works, 
and that would be a first in the 
United States.” 

Previously, there has been only 
one other phase II preventive HIV 
vaccine trial. Simply stated, Buch¬ 
binder said the scientific commu¬ 
nity determined those results 
were not promising.

UC Davis docs’ vaccine 
slows HIV changes

IDS researchers from the 
University of California at 
Davis say they have devel¬ 
oped a vaccine that, in test tubes, 
prevents HIV from mutating to 
escape attack by the body’s im¬ 
mune defenses. 

At the annual meeting of the 
American Society for Microbiol¬ 
ogy Monday, May 5, the scientists 
reported success in laboratory cell 
cultures. They designed an anti¬ 
body that binds to the sites where 
HIV changes most often. Stabiliz¬ 
ing those sites could give a future 
AIDS vaccine a chance to prevent 
infection. 

The research team used blood 
serum from AIDS patients in San 


Francisco, Puerto Rico, and Cana¬ 
da. With a computer analysis, 
Maria Carlos and colleagues cre¬ 
ated the complex antibody that 
binds to the five sites where the 
virus changes most frequently. 

Nancy Hall, chairman of the 
meeting’s program committee, 
comments that an anti-AIDS 
cocktail including the antibody 
could pave the way for a workable 
AIDS vaccine. 

Hall, from the University of Ok¬ 
lahoma School of Medicine, says 
researchers now need to see if the 
vaccine cocktail can prevent infec¬ 
tions, possibly in animal models 
before human testing can begin. 

In another presentation at the 
meeting, researchers suggest that 
the deadly anthrax toxin could be 
used to deliver a vaccine that 
would kill the AIDS virus but not 


healthy human cells. 

Researcher Jimmy Ballard of 
Harvard Medical School says the 
vaccine would shuttle immuniz¬ 
ing proteins into cells by using the 
ability of anthrax to invade cell 
membranes. 

Before turning the toxin loose 
on the body, however, scientists 
strip away harmful aspects of the 
toxin. 

Studies with mice have con¬ 
firmed the power of the concept, 
showing that substances hitchhik¬ 
ing on anthrax toxin can protect 
the animals from viral infections. 

Ballard says, “This vaccine sys¬ 
tem may find application against 
a wide array of diseases, including 
AIDS. There is also a strong possi¬ 
bility that these vaccinations may 
also be useful in the treatment of 
several types of cancer.” ▼ 



Experimental AIDS 
vaccine protects chimps

A n experimental AIDS vac¬ 
cine based on DNA has 
proved strong enough to 
protect laboratory chimps ex¬ 
posed to 250 times the infectious 
dose of virus. 

Researchers at the University 
of Pennsylvania and colleagues re¬ 
ported their promising results in 
the journal Nature Medicine Tues¬ 
day, April 29. 

David Weiner, senior author of 
the report, says that researchers 
need a lot more work before they 
can tell if such a vaccine would 
work in humans. 

Weiner noted that protecting 
two chimps from infection marks 


the first triumph in primates for a 
so-called DNA vaccine. These in¬ 
jections send bits of viral DNA 
into primate cells in attempts to 
activate the immune system. Pre¬ 
vious experiments with this kind 
of vaccine had flopped in pri¬ 
mates. 

Weiner describes the relatively 
new field of DNA vaccines as a 
possible answer to an old dilem¬ 
ma of the two traditional vaccine 
types. Vaccines made from feeble 
strains of living virus kick up 
strong immune protection but, in 
rare cases, cause the disease. In 
contrast, vaccines made from 
killed virus are much safer but do 
not activate as much of the im¬ 
mune system. 

Weiner says the DNA vac¬ 
cines do not have enough of the 


viral genes to cause the disease, 
but do seem to mimic some of 
the positive effects of a live-virus 
vaccine. 

Weiner says doctors have al¬ 
ready begun the first safety tests of 
DNA vaccines for AIDS in hu¬ 
mans. 

His lab has been developing 
the vaccines with scientists from 
Apollon Inc. in Malvern, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, and the University of South 
Florida in Tampa. 

In an accompanying editorial, 
another veteran AIDS researcher, 
Ron Kennedy, noted “a number of 
different vaccine approaches that 
have not panned out.” However, 
Kennedy, from the University of 
Oklahoma Health Sciences Cen¬ 
ter, does call the DNA approach 
“promising.” ▼

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Gay city man named 
to health plan board

O penly gay city resident 
Frederick Hobson has been 
appointed to the San Fran¬ 
cisco Health Authority Governing 
Board, the locally developed 
health maintenance organization 
(HMO) responsible for a Medi- 
Cal managed care system for the 
city. Hobson’s first meeting was 
Wednesday, May 7. 

Several years ago, the state De¬ 
partment of Health Services de¬ 
veloped a strategic plan to in¬ 
crease enrollment by Medi-Cal 
beneficiaries in managed care 
health plans. Since then, the city 
created a public entity to operate 
the local plan. 

The plan primarily serves the 
Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children (AFDC) Medi-Cal bene¬ 
ficiaries, who are required by the 
state to enroll. There are approxi¬ 
mately 26,000 members in the 
plan now. 

People with other aid cate¬ 
gories under Medi-Cal, such as 
HIV, can voluntarily enroll in the 
plan. Some of the current mem¬ 
bers fall into that category, said 
Shahnaz Nikpay, chief executive 
officer of the health plan. 

Hobson, who is HIV-positive, 
said that as one of two people who 
represent Medi-Cal beneficiaries, 
his three-year appointment is im¬ 
portant. A woman, Libah Shep¬ 
pard, was also appointed to repre¬ 
sent this group, Hobson said. 

“My job on this governing 
board is to vigorously advocate for 
its health plan members, to ensure 
that each receives the very best 
healthcare delivered in the most 
sensitive manner,” Hobson said. 

The 19-member board, 
chaired by Health Director Dr. 
Sandra Hernandez, is appointed 
by the Board of Supervisors to be 
representative of the diverse con¬ 
cerns and interests of the commu¬ 
nity. Provider groups, hospitals, 
organized labor, and government 
officials are also on the board. 
“The governing board decides 


how the program will be deliv¬ 
ered,” Hobson said, adding the 
health plan is a unique public-pri¬ 
vate HMO. 

The health plan, which started 
in January, operates through six 
physician Medi-Cal groups and 
five hospitals with which they are 
affiliated. The network includes 
21 county and community-based 
clinics, as well as pharmacy, vi¬ 
sion, and ancillary service 
providers. The plan provides a full 
range of services, including pri¬ 
mary and specialty physician care, 
hospital care, urgent and emer¬ 
gency care, preventative services, 
perinatal, and family planning 
services. 

Nikpay said that the plan is al¬ 
ways adding new physicians, so 
the number of doctors participat¬ 
ing is expanding. 

The health plan is paid month¬ 
ly on a capitated basis by the state 
for each enrolled member. The 
plan, in turn, pays a monthly cap¬ 
itation to the Medi-Cal groups 
and hospitals for members based 
on the affiliation of the member’s 
primary care provider. 

“We’re paid per person, not 
per visit or per service,” Nikpay 


said. 

Hobson is a founding member 
of the community advisory com¬ 
mittee that was formed in 1994, 
following the state’s announce¬ 
ment of its strategic plan. 

“My long range goal on this 
board is to continue to work co¬ 
operatively ...with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Health Authority to reach an 
outcome that will be a blueprint 
to return the healthcare industry 
back into the capable hands of pa¬ 
tients, doctors, nurses, and health¬ 
care workers, and out of the 
clutches of stockbrokers, bureau¬ 
crats, and careerists,” Hobson told 
the B.A.R. 

Hobson, 48, has been active in 
several organizations, including 
the Harvey Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bi¬ 
sexual Democratic Club. ▼

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The conundrum in AIDS clinical trials

I magine having lived through 
ten years of an epidemic, 
watching friends and lovers 
die, wondering how much time 
you have left. You have taken just 
about every antiviral drug 
known to man, and your viral 
load is creeping up. You have 
forced down thousands of pills, 
tolerated side effects, lost sleep 
and been poked and prodded 
more times than you can count. 
Because you have combined and 
re-combined every drug imagin¬ 
able, your virus has mutated to 
be untreatable. You are on a 
downward spiral. You want more 
options. You’ve fought hard to 
stay alive, you just need to buy a 
little more time. 

So you go shopping for a new 
drug, in yet another clinical trial. 
Glaxo’s 1592 ...hmm, sounds 
promising. Whoops, your T-cells 
are too low. DMP-266 .. .hey, just 
maybe. Nope, it excludes all the 
drugs you’ve ever taken! Here’s 
one ...hydroxyurea plus ddl. 
Don’t think so, it has a ddl 
monotherapy arm. 

Jeez, what’s going on here? 
With all these new drugs under 
development, you can’t get into 
the trials! It’s no wonder that tri¬ 
als today aren’t enrolling people, 
and researchers are scrambling 
for answers. 

In the past, clinical trials were 
a mechanism for PWAs to access 
promising therapies and a way 
to augment failing regimens. 
However, clinical trial design has 
not kept up with the reality of 
treatment history for PWAs. 
Clinical trials today are over-ex¬ 
clusionary, excluding people 
who have taken existing thera¬ 
pies, or people with too low or 


too high CD4 counts. Many cur¬ 
rent clinical trials require sub- 
optimal regimens, placebos con¬ 
trols, and are run by archaic 
FDA regulations. 

The most significant problem 
in the design of trials today is 
subjecting participants to sub- 
optimal treatments. Given what 
is known about the success of 
triple drug combinations with a 
protease inhibitor, and the fear 
of resistance, it is unethical to 
enroll people in single therapy 
trials - or, some say, even dual 
therapy or regimens without a 
protease inhibitor - because in¬ 
variably people will develop re¬ 
sistance and become untreatable. 
The recent closure of ACTG 320, 
a trial using sub-optimal treat¬ 
ment, demonstrated again that 
three drugs including a protease 
inhibitor are better than two 
drugs without a protease in¬ 
hibitor, especially in people who 
have taken the drugs before. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate and 
other activists lobbied hard to 
stop ACTG 320, because we knew 
the danger in placing people on 
sub-optimal therapy, but the 
ACTG researchers refused to lis¬ 
ten. Sadly, 18 lives were lost in the 
non-protease inhibitor group, 
and viral resistance developed in 
the participants who lived. 

Common problems 

Many clinical trials are ruled 
by FDA regulations that call for 
monotherapy (single drug) data 
and require that the drug shows 
superiority over an abandoned 
standard of care. Researchers are 
used to the outdated model of 
testing one single drug against 
another or testing one new drug 
against a known combination 
that in many cases is known to 
be inferior. It’s clear that we are 
stuck in the comparison mode. 


AIDS researchers 
discuss the value of 
diversity in T-cells

IDS researchers warn that 
HIV turns the body’s im¬ 
mune system into Swiss 
cheese, punching holes that may 
require early medication. 

A team of researchers at the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases reported Tues¬ 
day, April 29 that the virus can 
wipe out the body’s entire force of 
certain types of disease-fighting 
cells. Even though the total num¬ 
ber of so-called CD4 T cells may 
not look too bad, the diversity 
drops. Once a type disappears, the 
body cannot easily recreate it. 

Dr. Clifford Lane, the senior 
author of the report, notes that a 
patient may seem to be making a 
comeback with a rising CD4 cell 
count. However, the research sug¬ 
gests the body is just churning out 
more copies of the few types that 
remain instead of replacing the 
whole array. 

Lane, clinical director of the 
institute, says this insight empha¬ 
sizes the importance of starting 
early to control the infection be¬ 
fore the virus destroys whole cell 
types. 


The research, published in the 
journal Nature Medicine, also 
highlights the value of an early 
start on medicines to prevent sec¬ 
ondary infections. Even though 
the total CD4 count may still fall 
into the respectable range, key 
protection may already have dis¬ 
appeared. 

The research may discourage 
patients from stopping therapy 
even if initial results seem good. 
Lane cautions that even weeks 
after CD4 counts have risen, the 
body still does not seem to have 
compensated for the missing 
types. 

The good news, says Lane, is 
that the human body builds a lot 
of backup into immunity and in 
some cases can work around loss¬ 
es. He compares the problem to 
the letter tiles in the spelling game 
of Scrabble. “Let’s say you lose the 
letter ‘z,’” he says. “You can’t spell 
‘zebra,’ but eventually you’ll be 
able to spell ‘white horse with 
black stripes.’” 

The research team, with first 
authors Dr. Mark Connors and 
Dr. Joseph Kovacs, has created a 
stir with preliminary reports of 
this research at meetings during 
the past two years. T 



(Some trials still use sugar pills 
to compare!) In order to get ap¬ 
proval, the drugs tested must 
qualify according to these stan¬ 
dards. Drug companies like this 
methodology because it can save 
money and highlight their drug, 
paving the way for approval and 
marketing. 

Another important problem 
with trials today is the exclusion 
of people who are sickest and 
most desperate for new drugs 
because drug companies 
and researchers want 
cleaner data from 
healthier people , 
who do not have re¬ 
sistant virus. In other 
words, a clean slate. 
Therefore, trials today 
typically cut off people at 
an arbitrary 50 CD4 
count or exclude 
people who have 
been on other thera¬ 
pies. Since the majority of peo¬ 
ple with AIDS have tried at least 
one antiviral drug, there is a co¬ 
nundrum about who is actually 
going to be left to study at all. 
And of course, as long as there 
are exclusions, researchers will 
have to face the reality of people 
having to lie to get into trials. 

Trials must also encompass 
all populations that need to be 
studied. Women are still inade¬ 
quately researched. Adolescents 
fall through the cracks because 
they are not pediatrics and they 
are not adults. What about newly 
infected populations? What is 
the most ethical way to run tri¬ 
als in these people? 


Clinical trials today must in¬ 
corporate pharmacokinetic 
(drug interaction) studies early 
on to warn of toxicity. These 
studies can be done in animals or 
very early in the clinic. Typically, 
drug interaction studies aren’t 
done because they are expensive. 
And of course, drug companies 
won’t look at interactions with 
street drugs because they are not 
acceptable! They want to rush 
their drugs to approval with the 
bare minimum data. 

Which brings us to post 
marketing studies - or 
the lack of them. An 
important way to 
gather more confir¬ 
matory data after 
drugs have reached ap¬ 
proval and are in the 
pharmacy is to look 
at longer term fol¬ 
low-up on the par¬ 
ticipants. Activists 
have fought for years to get the 
industry to sponsor and pay for 
these trials. Often the trials are 
never done because they are hard 
to enroll and expensive. With all 
the various drugs and combina¬ 
tions available today, regulations 
must be enforced to perform 
post-marketing studies. Follow¬ 
up data could be compiled in ob¬ 
servational data base studies of 
people who are on drug continu¬ 
ation after trials are complete, 
and monitoring could be done 
with the primary care physician. 

This is the real tug of war. 
Can we get useful data out of tri¬ 
als and still remain ethical? Tri¬ 
als can be designed for real world 


scenarios. Regulations can be 
changed to change the dogmatic 
single drug comparison trials. 
Studies could be done using the 
participant as its own control. 
Observational data base studies 
could be run on everyone taking 
HIV drugs and collected in a 
central data collection center. 
Large-scale trials could also be 
run in developing countries 
where new therapies are desper¬ 
ately needed, as long as they are 
ethical. 

AIDS drug research today is 
driven by pharmaceutical profits 
and the outdated bias and habits 
of government bureaucrats - not 
by good science, or ethics, or an 
understanding of the pathogene¬ 
sis of HIV. An upcoming adviso¬ 
ry meeting to the Antiviral Drug 
Product Committee at the FDA 
will be held in July to discuss the 
topics in this article. Pressure 
must be placed on the committee 
to re-evaluate the AIDS clinical 
trial model for the second decade 
of the epidemic and make trials 
safe, useful to PWAs, and ethical. 
ACT UP/Golden Gate is raising 
money at this time to send sever¬ 
al people with AIDS and AIDS 
activists to these meetings to 
fight for new guidelines. ▼

C orporate sponsorship in 
sports: corrupt or what? De¬ 
voted readers already know 
my answer.

Every 
car is one more cigarette in the 
lungs of Mother Earth.

Vodden’s newfound concerns

that I successfully completed a 
regiment of treatment for a med¬ 
ical condition, under my doctor’s 
advice and orders.” 

She calls her foes “an organized 
enemy who wants to take our 
children away from us because 
they think that we are bad parents 
based on our status. In their 
minds they make no distinction 
between gay, lesbian, transgender, 
bisexual. It is all the same to them, 
and they are coming after us, they 
don’t think that we should have 
our kids.” 

“They are already manipulat¬ 
ing legislatures and public opin¬ 
ion to short-circuit the judiciary. 
That is why I haven’t had a con¬ 
tempt ruling or even a hearing for 
two years. If you remove the con¬ 
dition of transsexuality of one of 
the parents, they would have 
transferred custody ages ago.” 


Justice denied 

Sharon keeps getting teased - 
taunted, really - with tentative 
arrangements for a phone conver¬ 
sation with the boys, but it always 
evaporates as the time draws close. 

She believes that justice will be 
delayed even longer because “no¬ 
body wants to be on the record 
telling Karen that she has to go to 
jail for not obeying a court order” 
to allow the contact.

Yes. 

So diving is still out? 

Yah. 

Do you think the Sydney bidding 
campaign for 2002, in trying to 
outdo the other cities, has shown 
a kind of compensation factor in 
the graphics for their proposal, 
which features a man and woman 
diving? 

First of all, it’s not just Sydney 
here. We’ll have six others - 

Right. 

Officially we don’t know yet, but 
those who have sent us a letter of 
intent are Melbourne, Sydney, 
Montreal, Toronto, Long Beach, 
Dallas, Minneapolis. Nothing is 
gained by speculating. In Novem¬ 
ber, at a meeting in Denver, it will 
be decided. It’s not a done deal on 
this one. Let’s be very clear on that 
point. The competition will be 
very, very, very stiff. The fact that 
Sydney has bid three times does 
not put them ahead or behind. 

Some people had mentioned the 
possibility of adding gymnastics 
sometime in the future. Is that a 
possibility? 

For 2002, we have already estab¬ 
lished 23 sports that are manda¬ 
tory, with eight discretionary 
sports to be chosen by each city. 
They could be anything, like 
going on a rollerblade in pink 
polka-dot shorts. It’s up to them. 
They can do what they want, as 
long as it goes with the spirit of 
participation, welcoming people 
to come to Gay Games. Gymnas¬ 
tics, I don’t think at this point is 
yet included. 

Do you think that's because of the 


set-up? Safety? 

It’s probably one of those sports 
that haven’t been so requested by 
the community. You have to also 
remember that the 22 sports that 
actually are up for 2002 are tradi¬ 
tional sports in which traditional¬ 
ly the gay community has been 
strongly involved, swimming, vol¬ 
leyball, softball, tennis, golf, div¬ 
ing, figure-skating, hockey, these 
we know have regular competi¬ 
tion during the off years, where 
we know the sport will continue 
to grow. Gymnastics? Is there a 
regular competition in the gay 
community? 

No. There are gymnasts who ex¬ 
press an interest. 

The same way for people who 
windsurf - 

Which they'll have in Amsterdam. 

Yeah, so if in 2002 one of the bid¬ 
ding cities decides to include it, 
well, it’s probably up to 2006 or 
2010 to do it. We have to con¬ 
stantly remind ourselves that the 
Gay Games, although it’s been 14 
years in existence, is only four 
events old. 

Like being born on a leap year. 

We grow so fast and so big it’s un¬ 
believable. I think I always will re¬ 
member something that someone 
wrote about coming back from 
New York, returning to Toronto. It 
basically said, people went from, 
“Okay folks, let’s organize this 
party” to, “Whoa, this is big busi¬ 
ness.” The total budget for Ams¬ 
terdam is 12.6 million gilders, 
which is about seven or eight mil¬ 
lion U.S. dollars. This is big. 

Which is why we should be more 
concerned about how it's run. For 
example, why did Gay Games IV 
lose money? 

Let’s get something very clear 


here. Out of a budget of $6.5 mil¬ 
lion in New York, they only lost 
$350,000. Now, that is not even a 
tenth of their total budget. When 
I talk to city officials, they say, 
“Oh, there was a loss in New 
York.” But from a budget of $6.5 
million, what does that tell you? 
Montreal at this point had the 
Olympics in 1976, and they’re still 
paying for that bloody stadium! 
Okay? I mean, give me a break 
here. 

Okay, but that's a concern that 
people are bringing up. "Are they 
going to waste my money?" 

"What are we paying for?" 

Let’s face it, people thrive on fail¬ 
ure, you know the way in this 
community the way rumors 
spread so fast. When you put 
things in perspective, we literally 
changed New York for ten days 
like you wouldn’t believe. 

Gay Games really are changing 
the world, and that was the phrase 
we kept saying. We turned a chap¬ 


ter of Gay Games with New York. 
We could criticize everything, find 
bugs in everything, but when you 
look at what they’ve done, the 
phenomenal growth happening 
to Gay Games and our communi¬ 
ty - let’s remind ourselves, Gay 
Games is the only gay, lesbian, bi 
and transgender event that is not 
politically militant: we have no 
political demands or banner, and 
it is not associated with AIDS. 

Of course we will do AIDS 
awareness, but we are not 
fundraising for AIDS, we are cre¬ 
ating an incredible environment 
for anyone with HIV or AIDS 
where they can perform to their 
best, but that is not the main 
focus. So for this reason, we are 
changing the way gay people are 
seen. We break all stereotypes, to 
the point that the press, most of 
the time, sorry for saying it so 
bluntly, don’t pay attention to the 
Gay Games, because, “Oh, there’s 
nobody naked, nobody in drag or 
leather.” What is more boring 
than seeing two people in a swim¬ 


ming pool doing a lap, or playing 
volleyball, because they look like 
any other team, gay or straight. It’s 
not sexy for the media. If they 
would play in high heels with 
pom poms and tutus, that would 
catch. 

Dutch television is going to tape 
some segments. Are people going 
to be able to get a memorial video 
or something like that? 

At this point, one of the major 
sponsors is the equivalent of a 
major cable broadcaster. In the 
months preceding Gay Games, 
they will have a weekly program 
beforehand. During the Games, 
they’ll have daily coverage for an 
hour each day. So I suppose 
they’re probably going to do a 
video. 

What about communication be¬ 
tween teams before and after? 

It’s mostly up to teams. For us, it’s 
been more them communicating 
with us, and not between us, more 
vertical than horizontal. I think 
one of the goals of the executive 
board is to make the federation a 
crossroads between teams and 
events, in between Gay Games, so 
we can keep the spirit, maintain 
channels, make the Federation the 
central focal point of team and 
cultural information. 

Do you think Tom Waddell would 
be proud of the way things are 
going? 

I have a feeling he would. Damn 
it, if he could have walked into 
Yankee Stadium in 1994,1 think 
the guy would have just - the 
growth - when you think that the 
first Gay Games had 1,350 ath¬ 
letes. 

I was recently in Tom Wad¬ 
dell’s house, looking at the pic¬ 
tures, using his old dishes, and 
thinking, “This is amazing.” 

I have a feeling he would be 
very proud. ▼

Queering a classic 

Matthew Bourne's 'Swan Lake'

he Jesus of Frankenfurter Story 


Swan Lake (not the 1877 original, 
but the one we are used to today), 
the evil magician motivates the 
White Swan to seek help. He en¬ 
courages the Prince’s betrayal by 
transforming his daughter Odile 
into a replica of the White Swan, 
and finally he fights to the death 
with the Prince for possession of 
the White Swan’s soul. 

In Bourne’s version, with no 
magician to conjure him, the 
punk Black Swan comes out of 
nowhere — or is he a figment of 
the Prince’s imagination, brought 
about by guilt over the pleasures 
experienced in the White Swan’s 
arms? The final struggle is be¬ 
tween the White Swan and his 
pals. I understand that the com¬ 
passionate (and sexy) White Swan 
tries to save the now totally mad 
Prince, but I didn’t understand 
why the other swans oppose and 
vanquish him. In the final tableau, 
the White Swan rescues the little 
Prince who appears in the pro¬ 
logue. This is not satisfying be¬ 
cause by then we are so invested 
in the romantic relationship be¬ 
tween the Prince and the White 
Swan that we don’t want it ex¬ 
plained away as a dream sequence 
or a psychological nightmare. 

At the time, however, the audi¬ 
ence goes nuts, screaming and 
standing for a full five minutes. 
And we didn’t even see the glam¬ 
orous first cast, featuring Adam 
Cooper, Lynn Seymour, and Scott 
Ambler. We saw William Kemp 
(the Swan), slender and haughty 
in white and dangerously volatile 
in black; beautiful Isabel Mor¬ 
timer as the Queen; a boyishly in¬ 
nocent Ben Wright as the Prince; 
and sassy Emily Piercy as the 
Prince’s vulgar “girlfriend.” 

Bourne’s choreography is a vig¬ 
orous blend of modern dance and 
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Felice Picano reads from his memoir 
A House on the Ocean, A House on the Bay

Jl fter seeing Matthew 
Bourne’s Swan Lake in Los 
JPlI Angeles last weekend, I 
couldn’t figure out all the superfi¬ 
cial huffing and puffing about 
Ellen’s coming out. I mean if you 
want homosexual art (but with¬ 
out all the dithering), Bourne’s 
radical rethinking of 
Tchaikovsky’s first full-length bal¬ 
let is your meat. And you can take 
that literally. 

Though some commentators 
have pretended otherwise, this is 
an openly gay Swan Lake, in 
which the psychologically-tor¬ 
tured Prince falls in love with a 
swan. The swan, however, is not 
the archetypal fluttering female 
ballerina who shrinks towards 
her Prince for emotional rescue. 
In director-choreographer 
Bourne’s version, set in contem¬ 
porary Britain, the Prince is the 
one in need of rescue, from a 
domineering mother, a cruelly re¬ 
pressive court life (wickedly par¬ 
odying the Windsors), and his 
own sexually ambiguous feelings. 
His would-be-rescuer is a White 
Swan, a potently masculine 
dancer with a bare chest, bare 
feet, and feathery breeches that 
accentuate his powerful quads 
and glutes. With a cropped hairdo 
and a black stripe painted down 
his forehead and nose, the White 
Swan and his fellow male corps 
swans — all dressed identically 
— initiate the suicidal Prince into 
the rites of male love. It is subli¬ 
mated, of course, but the second 
act, set in a moonlit lake in a for¬ 
mal London park, is by turns ten¬ 
der, tantalizing, frightening, and 
powerfully erotic. 

The third act ballroom scene is 
normally the setting in which the 
magician Rothbart and his seduc¬ 
tive daughter Odile (the Black 
Swan) dupe the Prince into 
swearing allegiance to the wrong 
swan. In Bourne’s imaginative re¬ 
thinking, the ball turns into a 
mad riot when the male Black 
Swan shows up. He’s a sexy, 
leather-clad punk whose villainy 
is represented by his orientation. 
He likes girls. He not only likes

them, he dances with them, feels 
them up, and covers them in hot, 
greedy kisses. The women swoon, 
but the poor Prince, thinking it is 
his beloved White Swan, goes 
mad with jealousy. 

It’s so clever and arouses such 
dark memories in the viewer — 
who hasn’t gone to a party with a 
lover only to watch him or her flirt 
with others? — that the illogic of 
the last two scenes doesn’t register 
until after you’ve floated out of the 
theater and spent a restless night 
tossing in bed dreaming about the 
story. In the 1895 Petipa-Ivanov

G enesius Theater Produc¬ 
tions deserves major brav¬ 
ery points for producing a 
pair of one-act AIDS dramas at a 
time when plays about death and 
disease have suddenly found 
themselves out of fashion. The 
tiny 30-seat Jewel Theatre pro¬ 
vides a suitably intimate setting 
for two plays that, in their own 
distinctive ways, give voice to sur¬ 
viving lovers and their pain. 

Lanford Wilson’s A Poster of 
the Cosmos is a 30-minute mono¬ 
logue, expertly delivered by Tony 
Abou-Ganim, about a street- 
smart New Yorker named Tom, 
who is being interrogated by po¬ 
lice about the death of his lover 
Johnny. Tom’s story is full of by 
now-familiar riffs on the experi¬ 
ence of watching a lover fade 
away, but playwright Wilson pro¬ 
vides much-needed edge by re¬ 
vealing surprising details about 
the men’s relationship. Louis Par¬ 
nell ably directs. 

Harvey Fierstein’s On Tidy 
Endings is a one-hour exploration 
of grief from seemingly opposing 
sides: the ex-wife (Kimberly 
Richards) with whom the de¬ 
ceased shared 16 years and fa¬ 
thered a son, and the gay lover 
(Parnell) with whom he shared 
three years, most of which were 
spent fighting the illness. Director 
Nathaniel Roberts hasn’t quite 
smoothed out all the rough spots 
in a mini-drama that also involves 
the dead man’s son (an affecting 
performance by young David Ja¬ 
cobs) and a nervous lawyer (Dylan 
Russell), but whenever the focus is 
on the ever-reliable Richards and 
Parnell, the play takes off. 

Together, these two plays make 
for a heavy evening, but strong 
performances and honest emo¬ 
tions lighten the load. A Poster of 
the Cosmos and On Tidy Endings 
continue at the Jewel Theatre 
through June 7. Call 626-9269 for 
information. 

Pretty, witty, and fey 

The words “audience partici¬ 
pation” usually strike fear in the 
hearts of theatergoers, but fear 
not. Shear Madness, the Paul Port- 
ner-penned murder mystery at 
the newly remodeled Mason 
Street Theater, is so much fun that 
most audience members are eager 
to participate when it comes time 
to figure out whodunnit. 

In its brisk two hours, Shear 
Madness manages to rise above 
mystery genre stereotypes and pro¬ 
vide some genuinely silly enter¬ 
tainment. Foremost amongst the 
pleasures is Matt Callahan, who 
plays gay salon owner and murder 
suspect Tony Whitcomb. Tony is 
every imaginable stereotype of the 
gay hairdresser. He flirts, flutters, 
and dishes, washes, combs, and 
blow-dries. He’s the most likable 
character in this appealing cast of 
six. Callahan’s performance makes 
Tony accessible because he tends to 
play against stereotype. Yes, Tony is 
all the things described above, but 
Callahan’s take on his character is 
that of a gay man who consciously 
affects a style of behavior that 
pleases himself enormously. “In 
the ’80s I was a stereotype,” Tony 
quips. “But in the ’90s I’m post¬ 
modern.” 

It is no wonder then that audi¬ 
ences vote for Tony as the mur¬ 
derer less often than the other 
characters, who are decidedly 
more sinister. There’s the Nob Hill 
society lady (each production of 
Shear Madness is tailored to the 
city in which it is being per¬ 
formed), a sassy ethnic hairdress¬ 
er, and an uptight British cus¬ 
tomer with a secret attachment to 
the sassy ethnic hairdresser. The 
two undercover SF cops on the 


scene direct the action and inter¬ 
act with the audience to map out 
the play’s conclusion. 

Director Bruce Jordan sets a 
fast pace up to the murder, and 
then slows things down as the au¬ 
dience gets involved in the action. 
At times, Shear Madness just 
seems too big and slapsticky for 
the little Mason Street 
Theatre, but in the end 
the tomfoolery mingles 
with the mayhem in 
just the right measure.

Slippery mess 

Twelve years 
ago, Frankie Valli 
sang that “Grease is 
the time is the place is the motion, 
Grease is the way we are feeling.” 
Today, however. Grease is an 
abomination, a crude marketing 
ploy that exists solely to whip 
teenage girls into a poodle skirt- 
wearing frenzy. This is the second 
Grease tour to come through 
town, which is two too many ver¬ 
sions of the still-running Broad¬ 
way revival snaking their way 
across America. 

Last time around we had Rex 
Smith and Sally Struthers head¬ 


lining the cast. This time we have 
luminaries Adrian Zmed (who 
played a lead role in the movie 
Grease 2, one of the best worst 
movies of all time); Mackenzie 
Phillips; and, once again, the ap¬ 
parently job-starved Struthers. 

The tacky day-glo sets, the 
hand-held microphones, and the 
gimmicky production 
numbers add up to the 
theatrical equivalent of 
a rickety, noisy carnival. 
To cover up the shoddy 
production, the volume 
of the show has been set 
at ear-splitting levels. 
But, alas, it will take 
more than a nasty 
ringing of the ears 
to mask the mani¬ 
fold deficiencies 
of this wretched at¬ 
tempt to invoke the fluorescent 
joys of life and love of ’50s teen 
dreams. No dice. Grease continues 
at the Golden Gate Theatre 
through May 11. Bring sunglasses 
and earplugs. Call 776-1999 for

‘Jules & Jim’ for the ’90s 

Chantal Akerman's 'Night and Da/ 


by Gary Morris 


C hantal Akerman has cited 
Godard as a primary inspi¬ 
ration for her films, but sur¬ 
realist painters like Paul Delvaux, 
Giorgio de Chirico, and Rene 
Magritte are more credible 
sources for the hypnotic quietude, 
painterly compositions and light¬ 
ing, and the sense of the oppres¬ 
sion of daily life in her work. Like 
Magritte, Akerman was born in 
Belgium but works in Paris. She 
can be roughly grouped with a 
small number of French filmmak¬ 
ers like Claire Denis and Olivier 
Assayas who are breathing new 
life into a cinema that many be¬ 
lieve peaked several decades ago 
with the nouvelle vague. 

Night and Day (1992) might 
have been titled The Sleepwalkers ; 
the characters wander through 
their small, suffocating world as if 
in a dream, even referring to it 
openly in such terms. The film be¬ 


gins with a portentous Bernard 
Hermannesque musical motif that 
hints at dire, dramatic things to 
come. This idea is immediately 
undercut by what seems to be the 
coziest of love nests. Jack (Thomas 
Langmann) and Julie (Guilaine 
Londez) have recently moved 
from the provinces to an airy flat 
in Paris. During the day the two 
make love, discuss how happy they 
are, and ponder the most narrow 
details of their present lives and 
future possibilities. At night, Jack 
drives a cab and Julie wanders 
through the streets in a mysterious 
search for something that is never 
directly disclosed. 

The apartment where the two 
spend most of their time is more 
than a mere dwelling space; Aker¬ 
man treats it as a sort of psychic 
zone in which the two constantly 
test and act out their feelings and 
beliefs. Jack dreads the void of 
their somnambulistic existence, 
which threatens their lives togeth- 


says mournfully. At first Julie 
agrees with him, but as the film 
(and Julie herself) progresses, she 
realizes she’s untroubled by the 
emptiness that Jack fears: “Most 
of the time I think of nothing.” 

In an artful update of Jules and 
Jim , a third party enters their lives, 
another newcomer to Paris 
named Joseph (Francois Negret). 
He is the daytime driver of Jack’s 
cab, and he and Julie begin a se¬ 
cret affair. The remainder of the 
film chronicles their 
romantic/sexual merry-go-round 
as the self-possessed Julie tries to 
juggle both men. All end up dis¬ 
satisfied to various degrees. 

The film has the sweet, sad air 
of a fairy tale, complete with 
names that sound like they came 
from the Brothers Grimm (they 
all begin with the letter J), an om¬ 
niscient female narrator who 
comments on the action, as if she 
were telling a story, and an almost 
supernatural feeling of doom. But 
Night and Day is far from a formal 
exercise. Akerman is a focused ob¬ 
server of human behavior, and 
one of the many pleasures of this 
film is her subtle treatment of 
Julie, Jack, and Joseph as both 
puppets of an unknowable fate 
and human beings capable of wit, 
pleasure, and poignancy. In one 
scene, Jack laments running out 
of things to say to Julie. “I hope 
she can read great things beneath 
my silence,” he says. During one of 
her many nighttime walks, Joseph 
can barely keep up with her. 
“What’s the hurry?” he asks. “I’m 
hurried by life,” she says. Charac¬ 
teristic of the almost brutal hon¬ 
esty these characters are capable 
of is Julie’s reply to one of Joseph’s 
many pleas for her to leave Jack: “I 
can’t imagine life without you, yet 
you’re in my way.” In another 
scene, Joseph calls her “brutal” for 
her abrupt departures every 
morning to be with Jack. “We 
can’t part in little pieces,” she re¬ 
minds him. 

In a conversation with Jack, 
Julie calls their life together “a 
story with no drama.” But Aker¬ 
man builds the film’s drama pre¬ 
cisely from such comments, ex¬ 
trapolating a vast interior world 
through these characters’ relent¬ 
less probings of themselves and 
each other. T

The passion of Eve 

Susan Streitfeld's 'Female Perversions'

F emale Perversions is an odd, 
nerve-wracking, deeply 
disturbing film. Just how 
much the viewer’s unease is part 
of first-time director Susan Stre- 
itfeld’s strategy is impossible to 
say, but it makes for memorable 
voyeurism. 

Ticket buyer, beware. Female 
Perversions isn’t as sexy as the title 
sounds (although the film does 
contain remarkable sex and tease 
scenes) because the perversions in 
question are behavioral and in¬ 
volve a lot of angst. Perversions are 
what the people in this film do to 
get through the day, and have more 
to do with their not getting what 
they want or not enjoying what 
they have, than with any hedonist’s 
dream of sensual indulgence. 

Star Tilda Swinton, a cult fa¬ 
vorite already for her work with 
Derek Jarman, is here fetishized 
to an almost embarrassing de¬ 
gree. She plays Eve Stephens, a 
thirtysomething lawyer in line 
for a judgeship on the LA Coun¬ 
ty Court of Appeals, whose daz¬ 
zling success is offset by her total 
alienation from her own experi¬ 
ence. Bisexual, high-strung, ma¬ 
nipulative, M & M gobbling, and 
given to saying “fuck” a lot, she is 
what is commonly known as a 
bitch. Not since Joan Crawford 
embodied the heartless Mrs. 
Craig has American cinema of¬ 
fered us such an uptight and un- 
likable heroine. 

Thanks to feminist psycholo¬ 
gy, however, we now understand 
that Eve is just a victim of our 
gender-based culture. The film is 
in fact based on Louise J. Ka¬ 
plan’s galvanizing 1991 book of 
the same name. Director Streit- 
feld and co-scenarist Julie Hebert 
wrote the movie as a kind of il¬ 
lustration of the Freudian ana¬ 
lyst’s theory that perversions ac¬ 
tually reinforce oppressive 
norms, the socially-prescribed 
woman’s role itself being a per¬ 
version. 

Not that Eve goes to a shrink. 
She doesn’t need to. She’s got a 
kleptomaniac sister who lands in 
jail in Filmore. (“Where the fuck 
is Filmore?!” blasts Eve, zipping 
along in her black Saab convert¬ 


ible through “virgin” desert.) The 
emotional crisis precipitated by 
the revelation of Madeleine’s 
(Amy Madigan) outlaw status 
both jeopardizes Eve’s perfection- 
istic ascent to the judgeship and 
helps her become a better person. 

The narrative line is pretty 
straightforward, involving trips 
back and forth between Eve’s an¬ 
tiseptic, anal-retentively lifeless 
apartment and office, and her sis¬ 
ter’s strange communal living sit¬ 
uation somewhere out in the 
middle of gorgeous nowhere. But 
the storytelling is as fragmentary 
as the several shards of a broken 
mirror. 

The camera makes us accom¬ 
plices to Eve’s unhappy narcis¬ 
sism, offering us bits and pieces 


of Swinton’s anatomy — a breast 
here, a breast there, then full- 
frontal, plus corporate drag com¬ 
plete with plunging neckline 
(which visibly turns the judge 
on), plus a close-up of her but¬ 
tocks through sheer lingerie as 
she careens through a boutique 
pursued by inner demons whis¬ 
pering “wide through the ass.” A 
few times we even get to see the 
demons. Through an imaginative 
use of point of view, Streitfeld 
implicates us in Eve’s self-scruti¬ 
ny in ways that leave a lasting, 
uncomfortable impression. 

We often spy Eve by herself, 
trying to do successful female 
drag and getting into a tizzy over 
her failure to find herself con¬ 
vincing in the role. Even when 
she’s with other people, she’s 
busy watching both herself and 
their view of her. The only draw¬ 
back to having Swinton lend her 
thoroughbred lineaments to this 
female disaster icon is that she’s 
as unique a performer as Garbo, 


almost another classifiable 
species, while the syndrome she 
is demonstrating is common as 
dish soap. 

For all its theoretical under¬ 
pinnings and self-conscious aes¬ 
thetic, the film is pretty good at 
waxing moralistic. There are 
maybe three chinks in its other¬ 
wise excruciatingly neurotic 
armor. First, there’s a kind of 
anti-urban, back-to-nature ethos 
at work that becomes blatant 
only in the last scene. Second, the 
recurring, rather repetitive 
dream sequences are textbook 
surreal. Finally, the “straightest” 
character onscreen is a lesbian! 

Karen Sillas plays Renee, the 
shrink next door who takes an el¬ 
evator ride with Eve, goes to bed 


with her, sends her flowers, and 
then excuses herself when she re¬ 
alizes Eve is as incapable of true 
feeling as she used to be herself. 
Before that demoralizing 
breakup, we’re treated to a three- 
minute sex scene in a hammock 
with Tilda on top. 

True to psychoanalytic theory 
and possibly even real life, Eve’s 
redemption comes not through 
romantic love but through pick¬ 
ing up the discarded pieces of her 
own psyche. As ill-matched as 
they are, the archly stylized Swin¬ 
ton and the gruffly literal Madi¬ 
gan reconcile their sororial dif¬ 
ferences in a hot bath that man¬ 
ages to release a lot of the film’s 
accumulated tensions. 

If only life were that easy. But 
if there were more films like this, 
maybe we wouldn’t need ana¬ 
lysts. ▼

films from the past 20 years. The 
event will be hosted by Ms. Queen 
herself.

Veronica Rocket’s porn classic 
Smoker (1983) weighs in with a 
fascinating scene of multi-leveled 
voyeurism. Here, a sexy guy hides 
in a room with two mirrors — 
one regular and one two-way. He 
simultaneously watches himself 
masturbating (in a dress) while 
mimicking the activities of a 
straight couple fucking in the next 
room.

IPji ormer Surgeon General Jo-

8 lasting hatred of the anti¬ 
abortion lobby when she dared 
suggest that America “get over its 
love affair with the fetus.”

Roster of international conductors 
and soloists at Davies Hall

i|p he last few weeks have 
| brought two guest conduc- 
M tors to Davies Hall and, 
while both are primarily known 
for their work in opera, each was 
given a shot at large-scale sym¬ 
phonic repertoire. The results were 
mixed, but ultimately satisfying. 

Donald Runnicles, Music Di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco Opera 
since 1992, made his San Francis¬ 
co Symphony debut in 1995 with 
Benjamin Britten’s War Requiem. 
The memory of those exceptional 
performances no doubt remains 
fresh, and it is no surprise he 
should wish to lead another big 
choral work. His understanding 
of singers and dramatic pacing 
make him a natural in this area, 
and he triumphed again with a 
very affecting performance of 
Verdi’s great Requiem Mass. 

From the hushed opening to 
the anguished close an hour and a 
half later, Runnicles never lost his 
grip on this ambitious score. The 
end result, even with some vari¬ 
able work from soloists, was grat¬ 
ifying. 

Much of the credit for the suc¬ 
cess of the performance should go 
to Vance George’s beautifully 
drilled San Francisco Symphony 
Chorus. Season after season, the 
singers respond to his demands

with breathtaking skill, and local 
audiences must never take its 
quality for granted. The over¬ 
whelming force of the choral 
singing in the ‘Dies irae,’ coupled 
with the blaring trumpets and 
huge thwacks on the bass drum, 
created a genuine sense of terror, 
which is perfectly apt for this 
score. 

Runnicles was not aiming for 
cheap theatrics, however, and the 
basic mood was somber through¬ 
out. This more introspective ap¬ 
proach was not aided in the least 
by the strenuous tenor of Vincen¬ 
zo La Scola, nor by the disap¬ 
pointing sharpness of soprano 
Helen Bickers. In fact, the only 
singer who dispatched her vocal 
duties with any sense of the 
music’s rich complexity was Ewa 
Podles, who was making her high¬ 
ly anticipated debut at these con¬ 
certs. Podles has sung Dalila at the 
Bastille Opera in Paris, and I can 
only imagine how delectable she 
must have sounded in that role. 
The evening’s bass, Roberto Scan- 
diuzzi, ran a distant second. 

John Nelson was Music Direc¬ 
tor of the Opera Theatre of Saint 
Louis for ten years. He has led im¬ 
portant operatic performances at 
the Met, the Lyric Opera of Chica¬ 
go, Santa Fe Opera, and else¬ 
where. These admirable creden¬ 
tials held him in good stead in his 
recent San Francisco Symphony 


performances, which featured as 
inspiring foray into big Russian 
symphonic fare. Previous visits 
with the SFS revealed Nelson’s gift 
for choral repertoire, and I sus¬ 
pect that is his strong suit. How¬ 
ever, last week he conducted 
Rachmaninoff’s Second Sympho¬ 
ny. The conductor’s insights into 
the work seemed fragmentary; the 
ebb and flow of such a lengthy 
work must be shaped into some¬ 
thing more than a string of gor¬ 
geous melodies. 

Nelson provided more than 
adequate accompaniment for 
Tchaikovsky’s Second Piano Con¬ 
certo, which featured Tchaikovsky 
Competition winner Nikolai Lu¬ 
gansky at the keyboard. It is safe 
to say that even though Lugansky 
is young and supremely talented, 
Evgeny Kissin needn’t worry 
about competition. Although the 
pianist won high marks here for a 
bravura parade through 
Tchaikovsky’s piece, this is not a 
pianist of great depth. Formidable 
technique, maybe, but soul was 
left at the door. 

The program opened with a 
very brief, very clever piece called 
Desi. The composer, Michael 
Daugherty, makes a career writing 
music about pop icons like Jackie 
O., Elvis, Superman. As fun as this 
sort of thing can be, it seemed 
grotesque in the context of this 
program. ▼

classical ballet; he’s more graphic 
but less musical than Mark Mor¬ 
ris. The women wear toe shoes. 
There is a parody ballet starring a 
“Moth Maiden” and other rude 
humor, which caused the graceless 
LA crowd to guffaw a tad too 
much; they shut up in a hurry 
when the piece turned tragic. The 
divertissements in the ball scene 
actually advance the plot. Bourne 
has used most of the original 1877 
score (before Riccardo Drigo and 
Petipa got their hands on it), 
though it has been reorchestrated 


for a pit band with fewer strings 
than I’d like in this lush music. Yet 
conductor David Frame produced 
a vivid, intense account of the 
score, and Lez Brotherston’s sets 
and costumes are as energizing as 
Bourne’s staging. 

Bourne’s British dance compa¬ 
ny, provocatively called Adven¬ 
tures in Motion Pictures, presents 
its exclusive U.S. engagement of 
Swan Lake at the Music Center 
Ahmanson Theatre in Los Ange¬ 
les through June 25. (Broadway 
won’t see the show until 1998.) I 
hesitate to add to the hype, but the 
ad copy’s “See it or live to regret 
it” is right on.

T he San Francisco Opera’s 
decision to perform Han¬ 
del’s 1732 opera Ezio as this 
year’s SF Opera Showcase may 
have offered the early music-hun¬ 
gry Bay Area a tantalizing oppor¬ 
tunity to hear another of the 
composer’s rarely performed op¬ 
eras (the production was billed as 
a West Coast premiere), but the 
sorry spectacle that reached the 
stage of the Ira and Leonore S. 
Gershwin Theater last week did 
little more than raise questions 
about who’s minding the store at 
the San Francisco Opera Center. 
As the word “showcase” clearly 
signals, the purpose of these an¬ 
nual productions is to give Opera 
Center singers (in Ezio a half- 
dozen current or former Adler 
Fellows, in the final stages of their 
apprenticeships) a forum in 
which to shine. Unfortunately, 
only one of the singers, Canadian 
bass John Relyea, was an unquali¬ 
fied success. The others, though 
they all had their moments, 
seemed taxed by the demands of 
the music and unflattered by an 
ill-conceived production that 
proved equally unflattering to one 
of opera’s greatest composers. 

The Opera Center’s first ven¬ 
ture into period-appropriate 
Handel opera production — 
1989’s Giustino — succeeded 
largely because the company re¬ 
tained Handel expert Nicholas 
McGegan and his ace Philharmo- 
nia Baroque Orchestra to support 
the project, and because many of 
its cast members were promising 
young Handelians who have gone 
on to better things. The Ezio cast 
would be right to be scared off 
Handel for good. 

The program listed McGegan 
and the estimable early-music 
mezzo Jennifer Lane as “Baroque 
style consultants” and Baroque 
dance specialist Catherine Turocy 
as “Baroque Movement Work¬ 
shop Director.” If their contribu¬ 
tions went beyond window dress¬ 
ing, they were undone by the 
evening’s conductor, Opera Cen¬ 
ter Music Director Susan Webb, 
and director Max Charruyer. 

The period-instrument players 
Webb assembled proved less than 
expert. The sour, curdled sounds 
that emerged from the shallow pit 
much of the time supported a 
passe notion that period instru¬ 
ments can’t play in tune. Even if 
they had, Webb’s languid, often

sluggish beat drained the music of 
vitality. The entire three-plus 
hour endeavor consistently 
sounded like it was winding 
down. 

The stage direction was clumsy 
at best, laughable at worst. A wan 
attempt to emulate Baroque ges¬ 
ture, always ill-advised, produced 
a torrent of disconnected stock 
poses that gave the production the 
look of a provincial Mozart pro¬ 
duction circa 1920. Five hapless su¬ 
pernumeraries emerged like 
wooden cuckoo-clock figurines, 
and announced scene changes in¬ 
stead of hours, though hours is 
what it felt like. 

The time frame was further 
confused by Dale Jordan’s unit set, 
which consisted of gilt-framed 
Tiepolo paintings, and Walter 
Mahoney’s colorful but largely ill- 
fitting costumes, which reflected 
the world of Tiepolo rather than 
Handel’s England or the Rome of 
Pietro Metastasio’s fine libretto. 
Cutting the opera slightly, and 
conflating Handel’s three acts into 
two, confounded the sense of real 


time and made the piece feel 
longer rather than shorter. 

In the title role of the Roman 
general who defeated Atilla the 
Hun only to face a far more dan¬ 
gerous foe at home, mezzo-sopra¬ 
no Elizabeth Bishop gave a per¬ 
formance that gathered strength

The Risk of His Music by Peter 
Weltner; Graywolf Press, $12.95 

P eter Weltner captures the 
essence of life in his latest 
collection of short stories, 
The Risk of His Music. Masterfully 
crafted, the seven stories between 
these covers are filled with mem¬ 
orable characters whose lives are 
as rich as the author’s unstilted 
prose. From his tortured Vietnam 
vets, who amble through more 
than one of the stories, to the 
quiet, impotent life of an old man 
looking for death, Weltner’s sto¬ 
ries cut close to the bone of 
human emotion without becom¬ 
ing mawkish or sentimental. 

Some of the tales focus entire¬ 
ly on gay men in the age of AIDS. 
Friends sicken and die. Lovers 
and reason are lost. The very 
ethics and pathos of how young 
gay men — and in some cases, 
old men — deal with death and 
the desolation of spirit are vivid¬ 
ly explored. 

In “The Greek Head,” two gay 
couples — one aging, the other 
young — mirror each other. And 
yet the mirror is warped, so that 
the image presented is never as 
accurate as the young narrator 
imagines. “My Faithless, Faithful 
Friend” and “Hearing Voices” are 
the tragic epilogues of gay life in 
San Francisco at the height of the 
epidemic. 

“How many of those Laguna 
boys are still-alive and now, like 
me, middle aged? The plague is 
our war. Those astonishing bod¬ 
ies from the past are like snap-

and security throughout the 
evening, achieved some dramatic 
specificity in her final defiance of 
Emperor Valentinian, and at its 
best provided a fair Marilyn 
Horne impersonation. 

As Fulvia, Ezio’s beloved, 
Peggy Kriha Dye had the opera’s 
most florid and beautiful music, 
and she dispatched it conscien¬ 
tiously and with occasional flair. 
Her lapses in pitch and constrict¬ 
ed top often mirrored compara¬ 
ble crises in the pit. Kristin Clay¬ 
ton seemed too busy singing all of 
Onoria’s notes to make music 
with them. 

Baritone John Autry, the 
evening’s most tragic fashion vic¬ 


tim, consistently oversang the role 
of the Emperor, and as the villain 
Massimo, tenor Stuart Skelton 
routinely pushed his voice to the 
breaking point. In the evening’s 
only truly professional perfor¬ 
mance, Relyea, as Varo, took 
charge of his music, the stage, and 
the venture as a whole at every 
entrance. 

Relyea’s splendid performance 
was not the only clue that there is 
great music in Ezio. As Seattle 
Opera’s joke-laden productiqji of 
Handel’s Serse earlier this year 
also demonstrated, you can’t keep 
a good composer down, and in 
the moments when Handel could 
actually be heard through all the 
interference last week, one detect¬ 
ed a masterpiece. Contrary to 
what SFO might say, the West 
Coast has yet to hear Ezio. ▼

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shots in my 
mind. Since the 
light in those

In “Self-Portrait with Cecil 
and Larry,” set in New Orleans, an 
aging queen and his artist friend 
are caught in a frenzied Gothic 
dance: one looking for perfection 
in the ideal of beauty, the other 
seeking it in beauty’s scarred and 
misshapen dregs. Each finds what 
he longs for and despises the 
other for his good fortune. 

Weltner is fascinated with the 
freaks and freakishness of life and 
the lessons that can be learned 
from looking closely at those who 
are labeled outsiders. Weltner ex¬ 
plores this theme in detail in the 
third section of the book, where 
the stories focus on the sheer 
oddity of humanity. “Buddy 
Loves Jo Ann” is the antiseptic 
love story of two old friends who 
found each other as outcast chil¬ 
dren who lacked the courage and 


the passion 
to ever step 
outside the 
insulated 
world of 
their own 
creation. 

The title 
story, “The 
Risk of His 
Music,” is as 
passionate as 
the Brahms 
and Mahler 
that play con¬ 
tinuously in the 
background of 
the story. In 
these pages, a 
loner is befriend¬ 
ed by a reclusive 
older man who is 
part of the pecu¬ 
liar, small-town 
landscape in which the story is set. 
An atypical coming-of-age tale, 
the piece is a chilling glimpse of 
the inner workings of tiny hamlets 
and the equally tiny minds that 
often inhabit them. 

The only weak story in this 
collection is a fantasy, “Unlike 
Himself,” in which an acerbic 
professor and a young street hus¬ 
tler change bodies, to the dismay 
of both. 

Weltner’s writing is pure joy. 
His eye for detail in rendering the 
human condition and his un¬ 
flinching portrayal of the out¬ 
sider give the stories uncommon 
depth and resonance, whether the 
author is on a Southern Califor¬ 
nia beach or at a gas station on a 
road to nowhere. T

women dommes in this scene, she 
was popular on the circuit, and I 
listened to her crack her whip on 
the flesh of an ever-expanding 
army of men. Later, we’d have a 
good laugh over who her clients 
were — mostly white lawyers, 
doctors, bankers, a department 
store owner, and others of the 
moneyed classes. 

Her friends became my 
friends, and most of them were in 
the scene as either paying submis¬ 
sives or paid dominants. At first, 
the fantasies were intriguing and 
egalitarian — from Big Bad 
Wolf/Little Red Riding Hood sce¬ 
narios to adult babies to “roman 
showers” (don’t ask), there was 
something for every taste. But 
there was also something depress¬ 
ing about it: I’d always thought 
the lure of the fetish was pleasure, 
but most of what I saw had a joy¬ 
less mechanical quality as blows 
were dutifully meted out and paid 
for. Unlike the gay S&M scene, 
which seemed to grow out of a 
natural dynamic without the need 
for guilt-drenched secrecy or a 
furtive monetary payoff, this was 
commodity fetishism, with the 
dominants play-acting a role that 
usually had little to do with their 
real feelings or lives, and the sub¬ 
missives experiencing a kind of 
resentful relief. 

So it was with special interest 
that I watched Nick Broomfield’s 
Fetishes, a made-for-HBO docu¬ 
mentary about the inner workings 
of Pandora’s Box, a Manhattan 
club that caters exclusively to 
wealthy submissives. The operator 
is Mistress Raven, an ex-Long Is¬ 
land housewife who allowed 
Broomfield to shoot two months’ 
worth of interviews and intimate 
footage of groveling tricks and 
commanding dominatrixes. Raven 
says she’s too “burned out” to do 
sessions herself, but employs a co¬ 
terie of female sadists who appear 
in the multiple masks required in 
the business — stern teacher, ag¬ 
gravated mommy, abusive nurse, 
blackmailing schoolgirl. 

The tricks bring an imagina¬ 
tive assortment of fetishes to Pan¬ 
dora’s. A black man plays out a 
plantation fantasy with heavy ver¬ 
bal abuse. A man with “genocidal” 
tendencies works out his anxieties 
by having his head shoved in a 
toilet and being ridden like a pony 
through one of Pandora’s many 
chambers. A Jewish doctor re¬ 
quests a Nazi scenario. But not 
every session goes smoothly, and 
occasionally a trick “turns.” In a 
screening error that invokes the 
wrath of Mistress Natasha, a 
hunky middle-aged guy in boxers 
suddenly bolts when he realizes 
she’s no female wrestler but a 
dominant trying to “abuse” him. 

Fortunately for Raven and 


Pandora’s, the tricks bring money, 
and plenty of it. Sessions start at 
$1,000, but as Mistress Catherine 
says, her “good tricks” will give her 
$2,000 to $4,000 if she asks. The 
film opens with amusingly archa¬ 
ic footage of Betty Page, in garter 
belt and bullet bra, engaging in 
mock-spankings with some of her 
gal pals. This innocent fakery is 
supposed to contrast with the lit¬ 
eral darkness and authenticity of 
Pandora’s, but in fact it highlights 
a deeper similarity. Pandora’s is, in 
its way, as phony as Betty Page’s 
spanking; there’s something disin¬ 
genuous about the women’s re¬ 
fusal to acknowledge what really 
drives this business and their in¬ 
volvement: money. These sexual 
psychodramas are ultimately no 
more interesting than any other 
business transaction in a society 
where a monetary value is at¬ 
tached to everything. The submis¬ 
sives are more forthcoming, but 
even they don’t tell us much we 
haven’t heard before. 

The women expound on the 
dynamics of S&M and their per¬ 
sonal passion for it, but scenes of 
these “mistresses” cruising the In¬ 
ternet looking for dates, or moan¬ 
ing that they haven’t “been with a 
man” in months, tell a far more 
conventional story. They’re actors 
but can’t admit — or don’t know 
— it. Mistress Natasha says, “I get 
so energetic when I do this,” but 
her interplay with the submissives 
shows more boredom than any¬ 
thing else. Mistress Catherine’s 
claim of having ten “serious” 
slaves is undercut in a wistful con¬ 
versation about her ex-husband 
and her ability to have a “normal” 
relationship. 

As usual, the truth is revealed 
by those with the least power in 
the dynamic, in this case a sub¬ 
missive who bares her soul in a 
way none of the dominants does. 
Maria is a rarity at Pandora’s, a fe¬ 
male masochist who comes to get 
abused. She works by day as a 
“professional submissive” to men, 
a trait she views as an advantage. 
“I’ve used this asset to pay my 
bills,” she says with refreshing can¬ 
dor. “It’s a wonderful way to make 
a living.” 

Broomfield’s films seem to 
work in direct proportion to his 
own engagement with the mater¬ 
ial. When the stories are real and 
even riveting, as in Aileen 
Wournos: The Selling of a Serial 
Killer, the effect is powerful. With 
Fetishes, however, the S&M sub¬ 
culture seems too foreign to him 
to elicit any more insight than one 
might find on The Jerry Springer 
Show. The final scene of the mis¬ 
tresses comically chasing him 
through the dungeons confirms 
this. ▼

After Midnight: The Life of Brad 
Davis by Susan Bluestein Davis 
with Hilary de Vries; Pocket 
Books, $24 

A fter Midnight is not the bi¬ 
ography of Brad Davis. It is 
actually Susan Bluestein 
Davis’ memoir about her life with 
the late actor. Readers will learn 
more than they ever wanted to 
know about Mrs. Davis, and con¬ 
siderably less than they deserve to 
know about Mr. Davis. The nar¬ 
rative suffers from its lack of ob¬ 
jectivity and Mrs. Davis’ willful ig¬ 
norance about the life her hus¬ 
band led when he was not in her 
company. 

In penning this memoir, Davis 
and de Vries have ignored the 
standard conventions of bio¬ 
graphical writing: thorough re¬ 
search and interviews with third 
parties. Virtually all of the infor¬ 
mation provided in After Mid¬ 
night comes from Mrs. Davis’ per¬ 
sonal recollections. Brad Davis 
died of AIDS in 1991, and the na¬ 
ture of his sexuality remains the 
subject of much discussion. Ac¬ 
cording to the widow Davis, Brad 
was neither homosexual nor bi¬ 
sexual; he was “a heterosexual 
man who had a strong connection 
to homosexual men.” Readers are 
also told that the allegedly hetero¬ 
sexual Davis, who had an incestu¬ 
ous relationship with his mother 
until the age of 16, supported 
himself as a hustler when he first 
arrived in New York, and lived 
with a roommate who “earned his 
livelihood as a transvestite.” Mrs. 
Davis also says that throughout 
their marriage, “It wasn’t unusual 
for Brad to spend his evenings 
out, where and with whom I did¬ 
n’t know.” But later she contra¬ 
dicts herself by writing that she 
“knew that the hustling, the sex 
with men, stopped when Brad 
and I became involved.” What be¬ 
comes quickly apparent is that 
Susan Bluestein Davis is the 
queen of denial. 

Davis herself admits as much 
when she describes her method of 
dealing — or not dealing — with 
Davis’ HIV diagnosis, which came 
in 1985. It was something she re¬ 
fused to address as she shut herself 
off from her husband — both sex¬ 


ually and emotionally — 
for the next several years. 
Focusing on her career as 
a Hollywood casting 
agent, she gave what lit¬ 
tle time was left over to 
Alexandra, the daughter 
born to her and Davis 
in 1982. 

The story of Brad 
Davis’ career is almost 
stereotypical. He made 
a splash with the re¬ 
lease of Midnight Ex¬ 
press in 1978, his first 
film role. This was 
immediately followed 
by several years of al¬ 
cohol and cocaine 
abuse, promiscuity, 
and fits of public 
drunkenness that 
made him a pariah 
in Hollywood cir¬ 
cles. Although 
Davis joined Alco¬ 
holics Anonymous and dried out 
in 1981, by this time the career 
damage was irreversible. The rest 
of Davis’ life is best characterized 
as a failed struggle for legitimacy 
as an actor. 

Where Davis and de Vries soar 
is in their description of life in the 
Davis household after Brad re¬ 
ceived his HIV diagnosis. The 
actor embarked on a path of spir¬ 
itual self-discovery, a path his wife 
did not appreciate, and he refused 
medical attention for several 
years. Both Mr. and Mrs. Davis 
engaged in an elaborate web of 
deceit to hide his diagnosis from 
everyone. Their actions were mo¬ 
tivated by a simple fact of Holly¬ 
wood life: if the world knew Brad 
Davis was HIV-positive, he would 
not get work as a film actor. Even 
when AIDS complications be¬ 
came serious, Davis insisted that 
his doctor treat him at home and 
submit lab tests under his birth 
name, Robert Davis. The Davises 
even refused to use the health in¬ 
surance Brad paid for through the 
Screen Actors’ Guild because they 
were afraid someone reviewing 
the medical claims would leak 
word of his condition. 

If it is hard to love Brad Davis 
through his widow’s eyes, it is even 
harder to love the widow. But her 
actions during Davis’ final days in¬ 
spire respect. Susan Bluestein 
Davis can at least say with pride 
that she kept her marriage vows 


and stood beside her husband to 
the end. The last chapters of After 
Midnight are fascinating, and any¬ 
one who reads Brad Davis’ final 
letter to his daughter, explaining 
his own death, will be hardpressed 
to hold back tears. This is not the 
serious biography it could have 
been, and sloppy editing dimin¬ 
ishes what little credibility it pos¬ 
sesses (the prose shifts back and 
forth from past to present tense in 
an awkward and amateurish man¬ 
ner). But as the personal memoir 
of Susan Bluestein Davis, After 
Midnight probably provides its au¬ 
thor with a cathartic sense of com¬ 
pletion. T

S F artist Chris Komater says he 
has been fascinated with the 
Bear movement for some time, 
and his multimedia installation Night 
of the Hunter: In Pursuit of the Hirsute 
now at 509 Cultural Center takes those 
big hairy men as his inspiration. Ko¬ 
mater has created a physical environ¬ 
ment “amplifying the physicality and 
sensuality of the bear,” and there’s a lot 
there to amplify. Some of these guys 
give a whole new meaning to “belly up 
to the bar” 

Years ago in our cub reporter days, 
our clever editor sent us to cover the 
annual Bear Rendezvous for a human 
interest piece. What we found there, 
besides a lot of bear-huggin’, mous¬ 
tache-lickin’, furry men livin’ large, was 
a movement dedicated to the proposi¬ 
tion that you don’t have to be a 
shaved-down, muscled-up, blow-dried 
prima donna to count as a smoldering 
sexpot. To be a bear, or a bear-lover, 
says it loud and proud: all body types 
are OK. 

Komater eroticizes body hair in a 
big way. Close-up photographs of 
armpit hair, and curls and wisps other 
places on the male body, juxtapose 
with photos of prune plum flowers. 
Hair pokes out of furniture, and a 
furry rug covers the floor. A nude 
hairy man lumbers away from the por¬ 
trait camera, into the metaphysical 
forest. The figures of two bears, Big 
and Little Dipper, grapple in sex on a 
revolving lampshade which casts their 
images on the walls in constellations of 
light. 

The artist found his models 
through an ad on the Internet. Their 
secondary sexual characteristics are on 
artful display in this community art 
space through May. ▼

Chemical Brothers: 
rave or rock concert?

W as it a rave or a rock con¬ 
cert? The truth is, last 
Sunday’s sold-out Chem¬ 
ical Brothers show was actually a 
little of both. While the techno 
rhythms of the music were pure 
rave, the general vibe of the event 
was more akin to a big rock show. 
For example, while most of the 
crowd did that blissed-out, Ecsta- 
cy-induced rave dance, in typical 
rock concert fashion, they all 
danced facing the stage—as if 
watching two dweebish guys hit¬ 
ting buttons and twiddling knobs 
was actually interesting! The 
Chemical Brothers obviously 
know their stage presence isn’t 
much, so they brought along an 
impressive arsenal of film loops, 
slides, and Intellibeams to keep 
things visually stimulating, while 
strobe lights relentlessly pum¬ 
melled the audience, producing 
hypnotic effects even without the 
assistance of drugs. 

By combining hard techno 
grooves and hip-hop samples 
with a bombastic rock sensibility, 
London’s Chemical Brothers have 
easily become the bright shiny 
hope for what the U.S. record in¬ 
dustry is now calling “electroni- 
ca,” the new catch-all term for 
electronic music. Their recently- 
released second album. Dig Your 
Own Hole, begins with a Schooly 
D sample —“Back with another 
one of those block rockin' beats !”— 
and builds from there, layering 
sample upon sample until a 
throbbing breakbeat tears it all

down to start the frenetic process 
all over again. Underground 
British dance music has been 
doing this sort of thing for years, 
but somehow. The Chemical 
Brothers have found just the right 
formula to win over the American 
audience, as evidenced by the 
jumping throngs at Oakland’s 
Henry J. Kaiser Auditorum. 

This particular venue—where, 


incidentally, Laney College hosts 
its basketball games—was an in¬ 
teresting one. With the institu- 
tion-like hallways, coupled with 
the numerous cute, teenaged at¬ 
tendees, the show seemed at times 
like the coolest pep assembly your 
high school never had. Either 
that, or a school dance for the 21st 
century. After all, this is supposed 
to be the music of the future.
